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Impeachment probers 
ponder tax returns 


WASHINGTON (AP) - President 
Nixon’s tax returns are coming before 
the House impeachment inquiry, with 
investigators especially interested in a 
$576,000 deduction he claimed for vice 
presidential papers given to the 
government. 
The Judiciary Committee today 
begins trying to determine whether 
there was any fraud in the preparation 
of a deed for the gift, which was not 
signed and delivered until after a law 
authorizing such deductions had been 
repealed. 


The deductions, spread over the 
years 
1969-72, since have been 
disallowed by the Internal Revenue 
Service, which assessed Nixon $432,787 
in back taxes. A similar conclusion was 
reached by the Joint Committee on 
Internal Revenue Taxation, but neither 
investigation dealt with the question of 
fraud. 
The Judiciary Committee also is 
examining Nixon’s personal finances to 
see if any government or election cam­ 
paign funds were converted to his 
personal use.

Residence relocated from Kroger site 
Dwelling becomes 'mobile hom e ' 


The tedious task of moving a two- 
family dwelling through Washington C. 
H. was accomplished by a Reynold­ 
sburg firm early Thursday. 
The W.A. Gurtler and Sons Co., of 
Reynoldsburg, successfully relocated a 
brick two-family residence from the 
Kroger Co.-Super-X drug store con­ 
struction site at the intersection of 
Clinton Avenue and Draper Street. 
The Reynoldsburg building movers, 
after completing preliminary chores 
and removing the dwelling from its 
foundation, pulled out onto Draper 
Street at 1:45 a.m. Thursday, during 
the minimal traffic hours. 
The residence was formerly located 
at 220 and 222 Draper Street. 


THE MOVING company reached the 
intersection of E. Market Street and 
Columbus Avenue shortly before 5 a.m. 
Thursday, but transporting the house 
through the city could not be ac­ 
complished until 9 a m. when members 
of the 
Washington 
C. 
H. 
Police 
Department escorted the movers to the 
corporation limit on Columbus Avenue 
and was met by the Fayette County 
Sheriff’s Department, the Ohio High­ 
way Patrol and workers from the Ohio 
Department of Transportation garage 
in Fayette County. 
The dwelling will be relocated at the 
intersection of CCC Highway-E and 
Post Road, about seven miles east of 
Washington C. H. 
Norman Schiering, Rt. 5, Washington 
C. H., is the owner of the relocated 
property. He purchased the dwelling 
from the Brey fogie Construction Co., of 
Columbus, which is handling the 
construction of the $6 million Kroger 
Co. complex between E. Court and 
Draper streets along Clinton Avenue. 
The double residence was 33 feet 
wide and weighed approximately 55 
tons. The weight of the brick home was 
even distributed over a series of dual 
wheels which prevented damage to 
streets. 
City inspector Glenn Tatman com­ 
plimented the Reynoldsburg firm on its 


efficiency in moving the residence. He 
said the operation was "very smooth” 
and there was no damage to city 
streets, power lines or street lights in 
the process. 


The former Orland Hays property, 
located at 530 Clinton Ave., will be 
moved within the next IO days over the 
same route by the Reynoldsburg 
company. 


WASHINGTON (AP) — It was a bit 
of Senate routine, a minor resolution 
handled without debate or dissent—but 
the issue behind that formality is one of 
the central controversies in the 
Watergate case.

President Nixon is not alone in 
asserting that prerogative. 
Congress reserves that privilege for 
itself, and while it normally grants 
requests from the courts, it maintains 
the right to withhold material when it 
chooses.

Nixon had appealed U.S. District 
Judge John J. Sirica’s order.

Leaders hear of Mideast trip 


WASHINGTON (AP) — President 
Nixon will brief congressional leaders 
and his Cabinet on his 10-day Middle 
East journey before leaving for a week­ 
end of 
preparation for his 
next 
diplomatic mission. 
The President planned sessions today 
with the bipartisan leadership of the 
Senate and House, to fill them in on his 
meetings in Egypt, Saudia Arabia, 
Syria, Israel and Jordan and on the 
upcoming NATO talks in Brussels and 
the Soviet summit. 
He also was meeting with the Cabinet 
and the National Security Council 
about the Moscow trip before leaving 
for his Camp David, Md., retreat for 
the weekend. 


Nixon leaves Tuesday for Brussels 
and Moscow. 
Nixon returned from the Middle East 
Wednesday afternoon, landing at 
Andrews Air Force Base in suburban 
Maryland where he was met by 
daughters Tricia Cox and Julie 
Eisenhower and Mrs. Eisenhower’s 
husband, David. 
Vice President Gerald R. Ford, and 
several Cabinet members were among 
several hundred persons greeting him 
as his helicopter landed on the south 
lawn of the White House from Andrews. 
In a 15-minute ceremony, Nixon said 
“a profound and lasting change has 
taken place” in the Middle East.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — Members 
of the Ohio Lottery Commission 
threatened to resign following a 
deadlock with the state auditor’s office 
over cash awards for lottery winners at 
a meeting Wednesday. 
“There’s a strong possibility that 
Ohio could end up in two weeks without 
a lottery commission,” said Com­ 
missioner Louis Goldman of Dayton 
after a stormy session in Cleveland. 
“I do not wish to continue to be a 
member of the commission unless 
some of these obstacles are removed,” 
Commissioner Bernice MacKenzie of 
Canton said. 
Iowa man escapes 
tornado 3rd time 


ANKENY, Iowa (AP) — Herman 
Nagel has survived three tornadoes 
without a scratch. Does he believe 
someone is watching over him? 
“Hell no!” he said Wednesday night. 
“I think somebody’s got it in for me. 
It’s getting closer every time.” 
Nagel’s three-bedroom home was hit 
by one of two twisters that shattered a 
hundred homes and businesses in this 
Des Moines suburb of 10,000 Tuesday 
night, killing two and injuring IO. 
The community was sealed off to 
sightseers Wednesday as cleanup work 
and efforts to restore utilities con­ 
tinued. 
It was the second time Nagel’s 
$25,000 brick home was struck. A 
twister tore off the roof in October 1966 
as Nagel, his wife, Joy, and their three 
children huddled in the basement. 
The house was left broken, scattered 
and riddled again Tuesday. 
“It’s a well-built home, rather, it was 
well built,” Nagel said. 
It cost $8,000 to repair the 1966 
damage. But now, “everything from 
the floor up is completely gone except 
the cookware.” 
He said Tuesday’s tornado was much 
worse. “And it hit almost identically to 
the first one.” 
“This is the third one I went through. 
The first was in Fargo, N.D., about 
1956,” he said. 
Nagel said the sky “kind of put me on 
my guard. It was real pale green. That 
happened the first time too.” 
Gov. Robert D. Ray on Wednesday 


toured Ankeny and other Central Iowa 
communities that hit by the tornadoes, 
high winds and rain. 
He declared three counties disaster 
areas and said he would ask President 
Nixon for federal assistance. 
Ankeny Mayor O. J. Weigel asked for 
help to move watersoaked items in 
three schools he said received an 
estimated $3 million damage. 
Because of Nagel’s experience with 
funnel clouds, he says he knows when 
one is about to strike. 
“My ears pop. Evidently ifs the 
vacuum created by the tornado. It’s 
kind of a warning system. But I hope 
we don’t have to rely on that, because 
you don’t have much time after the pop. 
The tornado is right there.” 
The Nagels now have four children, 
ages 7 to ll, all asleep when his ears 
popped. 
“That meant head for cover. I don’t 
know if I threw the kids downstairs or 
pushed them. But luck was with us.” 
“Something went through the picture 
window in the living room moments 
after we passed it. It made a hole in the 
opposite wall. 
“We made it downstairs in time, 
thank God.” There the family waited 
out the storm, frightened, soaking wet, 
praying. 
Nagel, an employe of the John Deere 
Des Moines Works, said, “It’s like a 
bad dream. It can’t happen twice, but it 
did.” 
But he’s thankful. “Homes you can 
always rebuild.”

Nixon is arguing that he is entitled to 
the same discretion over White House 
documents and tapes, on grounds of 
executive privilege. That is a key part 
of his argument against subpoenas 
from the federal courts and the House 
Judiciary Committee. 
There are differences. Executive 
privilege is an implied power based on 
precedent, not on law. Congress has 
something in writing. 
The Constitution says its members 
“shall not be questioned in any other 
place” for speech or debate on the 
floor. The Supreme Court has held that 
this covers aides as well as members in 
legitimate activities that are part of the 
legislative process.

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HONOLULU (AP) — Many wives 
here are encouraging their husbands to 
drink a greater variety of beer, but 
with a stern warning: “Don’t bend the 
can.” 
Armed with scissors, paper punches 
and crochet needles, the creative 
women are caught in a current fad— 
beer can hats. 
Envirom entalists 
are 
pleased 
because fewer discarded cans are 
winding up along the roadways, and the 
beer companies are happy, being the 
beneficiaries of the free advertising. 
Holding up their side of the operation, 
husbands are downing brands of beer 
they don’t usually prefer, just to 
provide a desired can design. 
Referring to one brand, a husband 
said, “I wouldn’t drink the stuff. I 
poured out the entire six-pack, so my 
wife could have the cans.” 
Teetotalers also are getting into the 
act, making their hats out of soft drink 
cans. 
The brand name and design on the 
cans are cut out in sections, edged with 


a line of holes and used as panels in a 
wide variety of caps, hats and visors 
crocheted with yarn. 
Square or rectangular sections are 
joined to form the crown on some hats. 
Crescent shapes form the bill and 
rounded triangular shapes form the 
crown on baseball or golf style caps. 
Supermarkets here are stocking 
special stands with skeins of yarn in a 
variety of colors to meet the demand. 
And singlehole, hand-held paper 
punches have shown up on drug store 
counters. 
One local enterprise is selling a 
brochure, including patterns and in­ 
structions for the hats, for 50 cents.

Israelis hit refugee camps

Israeli planes bombed and rocketed 
five Palestinian refugee camps in south 
Lebanon today, the Lebanese Defense 
Ministry said. Unofficial reports said at 
least 40 persons were killed or woun­ 
ded. 
The Lebanese government issued 
radio appeals for “ urgent blood 
donations of all types.” 
It was the third day of Israeli air 
attacks in delayed retaliation for the 
Palestinian guerrilla raid a week ago 
on the Shamir kibbutz, in which three 
women were killed. The retaliatory 
raids had been delayed until President 
Nixon left the Middle East. 
The Israeli command claimed that 
the targets hit today “were definitely 
identified as military installations of 
the terrorist organization.” 
But Associated Press reporter Nabih 
Basho reported from Sidon, the ancient 
Mediterranean port 25 miles south of 
Beirut, that the Israeli bombs and 
rockets hit one refugee camp in Sidon 


and three in the Biblical town of Tyre , 
50 miles south of the Lebanese capital. 
The camps have a total population of 
44,000 refugees registered with the 
United Nations Relief and Works 
Agency. Reporting by telephone from 
Sidon, Lebanon’s third largest city, 
Basho said the Israeli planes came 
over in pairs at 11:30 a .rn. to attack the 
Ein el Hilweh camp on the southern 
edge of the city. 
Telephone reports from Tyre said the 
town’s three camps were on fire, he 
said. 
During another call 45 minutes later, 
Basho suddenly shouted: “My God, this 
place is shaking. They’re back again. 
Hang up, I have to take shelter.” 
Ten minutes later he reported the 
Sidon camp had been hit again. 
Local authorities in Sidon reported at 
least 25 persons were killed or wounded 
in the first attack on Ein el Hilweh, and 
Sidon hospitals reported at least 15 
more in the second strike. 
Lebanese antiaircraft guns in both 
Sidon and Tyre opened up on the 


raiders, and there was antiaircraft fire 
from the Sidon refugee camp also But 
an Israeli communique said all planes 
returned safely. 
The guerrillas, who administer the 
refugee camps in Lebanon independent 
of the Lebanese government, cordoned 
off Ein el Hilweh immediately after the 
first raid. Newsmen and photographers 
were turned back as ambulances raced 
in and out. 
Israeli military sources said the 
raids, which began Tuesday just as 
Nixon was leaving the Middle East, 
were to wipe out guerrilla training 
bases and headquarters and disrupt 
plans for new terrorist attacks on Is­ 
raeli settlements. 
Beirut newspapers reported 50 
guerrillas were killed and 60 were 
wounded in the raids. But WAFA, the 
Palestinian news agency, said this was 
“fantastically exaggerated” and the 
toll was four or five Palestinians in­ 
jured. 
Earlier the Lebanese government 
had reported one Palestinian killed.

running battle with the White House 
over presidential tapes. 
The Watergate presentation, lasting 
almost six weeks, left some committee 
members convinced a cover-up still is 
continuing. 
Rep. Hamilton Fish Jr., RNY. , said 
a consistent pattern of opposition to 
Watergate investigations on the part of 
the White House has been established. 
“He (Nixon) thwarted the FBI in­ 
vestigation, he limited the special 
prosecutor and he has defied the 
Judiciary Committee,” said Fish. 
He said Wednesday’s presentation of 
Jaworski’s problems with the White 
House had a strong impact on the case: 
“It makes it worse. Here Jaworski 
came in with more authority and in­ 
dependence than former prosecutor 
Archibald Cox, and the very next thing 
you find is the White House telling him 
he can’t have any more evidence, that 
he’s got enough.” 
The conclusion of the presentation of 
evidence this week will leave the 
committee a long way from completing 
its job of recommending to the House 
whether grounds exist to impeach 
Nixon. 
At meetings next week it will have to 
decide on calling witnesses, public 
release of evidence and the nature of 
the defense Nixon’s lawyers will be 
allowed to present. 
It then must go over the vast amount 
of evidence collected and try to fit it to 
specific articles of impeachment. 
Most of the remaining questions 
involve party positions, which could 
increase the polarization on the 
committee

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — The Ohio 
Environmental Protection Agency said 
today it has asked for $5 million in fed­ 
eral grants for 23 Ohio wastewater 
treatment plant construction projects.

Sen. William Proxm ire, D-Wis., 
introduced an amendment Wednesday 
to bar any transfer of U.S. nuclear 
facilities to another country unless both 
houses of Congress approve. 
The amendment would be retroactive 
to June I and thus would cover the 
proposed agreements with Egypt and 
Israel. 
Proxmire won immediate support 
from Sens. Philip A. Hart, D-Mich., 
Mike Gravel, D-Alaska, and Sam J. 
Ervin Jr., D-N.C. 
Meanwhile, a State Departm ent 
official told a Senate Appropriations 
subcommittee that transfer of nuclear 
power plants and fuels to Egypt and 
Israel will be accompanied by rigid 
safeguards against diversion to 
weapons.

The target price mechanism also 
applies to wheat, corn, barley and 
cotton with each of those crops having 
different levels of price supports and 
target guarantees. 
For milo, the target price comes into 
play if the average market price during 
the first five months of the marketing 
year beginning next Oct. I falls below 
the $2.34 target level. If that happens, 
government payments will be made to 
make up the gap. 
The price support loan rate — $1.88 
per hundredweight — serves as a 
further floor but can be obtained by 
participating farmers for all of their 
1974 production while the target 
guarantee only will be for grain 
produced from allotted acres. 
Feed grain allotments — a misnomer 
since they do not restrict plantings this 
year — are the acreages determined 
necessary to produce enough corn, 
sorghum and barley for U.S. domestic 
and export demand. Any additional 
grain produced by a farmer is eligible 
only for the price support loan. Or it 
can be sold on the cash market. 
As in the case of wheat and corn, 
cash market prices of milo have been 
much higher than either the 1974 price 
support loan rate or the target level, 
meaning that as of now no government 
payments appear likely or that far­ 
mers will swarm into county offices to 
seek price support loans. 
But milo, often called the corn of the 
Great Plains, is priced generally lower 
in relation to corn. Thus, as farmers in 
Texas, Oklahoma and Kansas wind up 
planting milo this month, prices they 
will get for the crop at harvest next fall 
depend greatly on how the 1974 corn 
crop behaves.

CARACAS, Venezuela (AP) — 
Representatives of all but two of the 
world’s nations begin a conference 
today to continue work on a new system 
of law for 70 per cent of the earth’s 
surface, the oceans. 
Five thousand delegates and official 
observers are attending the third 
United Nations Conference on the Law 
of the Sea. Conference president H.S. 
Amerasinghe of Sri Lanka said he was 
doubtful a comprehensive treaty could 
be completed at the 2Vi-month meeting. 
“There is so much to do, so little 
time, and many nations are par­ 
ticipating for the first time so they want 
to express their views,” he said. 
Only the Nationalist Chinese regime 
on Taiwan and North Vietnam are not 
participating. Taiwan was not invited 
in deference to the Chinese Communist 
government, and North Vietnam 
refused to attend because the Viet Cong 
was excluded. 
Previous conferences were held in 
1958 and 1960 on a smaller scale and 
failed to reach significant accords. But 
the importance of the seas and their 
resources to the world’s exploding 
population, the rivalries of nations to 
benefit from those resources and the 
grave threat from pollution of various 
kinds added an urgency to this con­ 
ference that was missing earlier. 
The agenda has IOO separate mat­ 
ters, including territorial sea limits, 
offshore exploration and development 
of resources and marine pollution. 
Another 
conference 
has 
been 
scheduled tentatively next year in 
Vienna, but there is some agreement 
that positive steps can be taken now to 
set new agreed limits of national sover­ 
eignties over coastal waters. 
The traditional three-m ile limit 
already has been replaced by many 
countries. Rather than continue the 
practice of every country declaring its 
own territorial limits—several Latin 
American nations claim 200 miles—a 
universal 12-mile limit is proposed.

Canada faces

weapons needs as a preliminary step to 
possible arms sales or gifts to the Cairo 
government.

Egyptian officers “ may take the op­ 
portunity” to tell the Americans what 
U.S. weapons they might like to obtain. 
Secretary of Defense 
Jam es 
R. 
Schlesinger has said the United States 
would consider sympathetically any

equipment from the United States. 
Aides said Schlesinger knows of no 
such formal request yet. 
Russia, which has supplied all of 
E g yp t’s planes, tanks, a rtille ry, 
missiles and ammunition for many 
years, cut off the flow more than two 
months ago. 
An Egyptian-Russian rift, which first 
opened two years ago, has reopened in 
recent months as Egypt and the United 
States healed their old quarrel amid 
Secretary of State Henry A. Kissinger’s 
campaign to bring peace between 
Arabs and Israelis. 
Pentagon officials say 
the 
U.S. 
m ilitary team was invited by the 
Egyptians. It will number fewer than 
six senior officers, mostly specialists in 
intelligence and operations. 
“ They know our m ilitary men talked 
to the Israelis and they evidently want 
some of the same kind of rapport,” one 
defense official said. 
“ They probably want to explain to 
our people the tactics they used and the 
reasons behind those tactics.” , 
U.S. Air Force and Arm y generals

relationship with the Israeli m ilitary. 
Shortly after the October fighting 
ended, teams of U.S. air, tank and 
other experts visited the Sinai and 
Syrian battlefields on the Israeli side of 
the line.

No right to ‘draw line’ 


Another View 


The President has drawn lines and 
said “no further" in the past, only to 
have them crossed by those bent on 
seeking out the truth of W atergate 
and other official wrongdoing. No 
one can yet say whether this will 
happen again, but one thing is 
beyond 
dispute. By drawing his 
present no-more-tapes line "since it 
is clear that the committee will not 
draw such a line," Mr. Nixon is 
doing what he has done before - that 
is, withholding evidence the House 
Ju d iciary 
Com m ittee 
says 
it 
requires for 
its 
im peachm ent 
inquiry. 
What is not beyond dispute is the 
President’s right to do so. Some 
weight must be given to the White 


House contention that on grounds of 
executive 
confidentiality 
the 
President may keep back anything 
he chooses to. Mr Nixon expanded 
on this view as follows in his letter to 
the Committee stating his refusal to 
honor its subpoenas: 
"If. . . an impeachment inquiry 
against a President were premitted 
to 
override 
all 
restrain ts 
of 
separation of powers, it would be an 
open invitation to future Congresses 
to use an impeachment inquiry, 
however frivolously, as a device to 
assert their own supremacy over the 
executive, and to reduce executive 
confidentiality to a nullity." 
That assertion cannot be shrugged 
off; it raises a debatable question. In 


our 
judgment, 
however, 
the 
President’s argument must fall 
before the Judiciary Committee 
view that "under the Constitution, 
the House has the sole power to 
determine. . . which evidence, and 
what version or portion of that 
evidence, 
is 
relevant 
and 
necessary" to the impeachment 
inquiry. The investigators, not the 
one under investigation, must decide 
what is pertinent to an inquiry. This 
applies even to 
presidents when 
their conduct is being looked into by 
the one body charged with this 
constitutional responsibility. In an 
impeachment inquiry, the President 
may not draw a line and say, "This 
far, and no further.”

A judicial travesty 


I have never been a good hater — 
hating 
is 
both 
psychologically 
debilitating and bad for the digestion — 
but I can not refrain from harshness 
when a Federal judge, in sentencing 
former Attorney General Richard G. 
Kleindienst for “misleading” a Senate 
committee, practically awarded him 
the Silver Star. In giving that onetime, 
hard-line, law-and-order paladin a 30- 
day suspended sentence, Judge George 
L. Hart, Jr., said that Kleindienst 
should, of course, have told the full 
truth, but that the latter s action was 
"not based on deception but on a heart 
too loyal and considerate of the feelings 
of others." There was not a dry eye in 
the house. 
Now deception is deception, and 
Kleindienst was not a youngster 
brought up for lying to his teacher. He 
was, to repeat, the Attorney General of 
the United States reporting under oath, 
in his official capacity, to a Committee 
of the United States Senate. Loyalty is a 
virtue, as the Boy Scout oath confirms, 
but so is honesty, and a dispassionate 
observer reading the text of Klein- 
dienst’s testimony to the Senate 
Judiciary Committee might well be 
baffled by the understatement that he 
“ m isled" the Senators. Moreover, 
Kleindienst took an oath of loyalty to 
the Constitution of the United States, 
not to the incumbent President. Should 
Judge Hart have the responsibility for 
sentencing Charles Colson, the man 
who announced he “would walk over 
my grandm other to re-elect the 
President" could emerge with the 
Distinguished Service Cross. 


THIS IS a judicial travesty, one 
unfortunately encouraged by the *, 
strategy of Special Prosecutor Leon 
Jaworski. The whole point of the 
exercise is that it is criminal for anyone 
to substitute loyalty to the President — 
any President — for loyalty to the 
fundamental principles upon which this 
Republic was founded. VWiat the Nixon 
administration did was establish a dual 
apparatus of government: the first 
being the regular table of organization 
with Cabinet Secretaries, Under­ 
secretaries and the rest of the ad- 
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ministrative hierarchy down to clerks 
typist. The second, however, was a 
personal "apparat" — to use the 
Communist term which is here highly 
appropriate — dedicated wholly to the 
President, not as an institution, not as 
the incarnation of constitutional 
leadership, but virtually as a Mafia 
chieftain. 
I admit that I still cannot believe that 
Mr. Nixon fully appreciated the squalid 
zeal of his house cavalry until after the 
balloon went up. Like most of us, he 
appreciates 
loyalty 
among 
his 
associates and he may well have 
ignored the bogus machismo of Charles 
Colson.. (For about half-an-hour, 
Lyndon Johnson appreciated Jack 
Valenti’s observation that he, Valenti, 
slept better every night knowing LBJ 
was in the White House. Then the aura 
wore off and the President, sadly 
braced himself for Herblock. The 
President did get even: when Valenti 
became head of the Motion Picture 
Association, a chuckling Johnson 
announced that he would sleep better 
with Jack keeping 
an 
eye on 
Hollywood.) 


IN ANY EVENT, the United States 
for a while had a system with some 
resemblance to that of the Soviet Union 
— two parallel apparats were at work; 
one official, the other unofficial. The

(It was the 
height of paradox that the chief spy 
turned out to be, even if not formally 
employed as such by the Joint Chiefs, a 
man whose loyalty was directed to his 
military superiors!) 
Without undermining Leon Jawor­ 
ski’s superb talents as a plea 
bargainer, I hope that the deals he 
makes will not in future cloud the 
“loyalty” issue. I don’t necessarily 
want to see Kleindienst or Colson 
stamping out license plates or on the 
road gang in manacles, but the prin­ 
ciple must be asserted fortissimo that 
in the United States those who take 
office are charged with dedication to 
the Constitution.

NEW YORK (AP) — Since the first 
time, before dawn in Ute desert near 
Alamogordo, N.M., on July IS, 1945, 
man has triggered perhaps 800 nuclear 
explosions. 
And, in that time, the peaceful ap­ 
plication of nuclear energy has led to 46 
licensed nuclear power plants in the 
United States, providing 6.3 per cent of 
the total U.S. capacity, and a good deal 
of controversy on safety and en­ 
vironmental effects. 
The Atomic Industrial Forum, an 
industry organization, says there are 
hopes for some 220 power plants in this 
country by 1984. Abroad, some 30 coun­ 
tries are committed to nuclear power, 
with plans for another 300 power plants, 
it said. 
In the 29 years since the first man­ 
made nuclear explosion in history, five 
nations have joined the United States in 
the “nuclear club”-—having exploded a 
nuclear bomb: The Soviet Union, the 
United Kingdom, France, the People’s 
Republic of Olina and now India. 
The moat recent nuclear test ex­ 
plosion^ by China and France on 
Monday, were part of a recent rush of 
news about nuclear power. President 
Nixon announced on his tour of the 
Middle East that the United States will 
help both Egypt and Israel develop 
nuclear power for peaceful purposes.

And the atmospheric tests followed 
India’s controversial first test of an 
underground nuclear device last May 
18 and Soviet Party Chief Leonid I. 
Brezhnev’s assertion that his nation is 
ready to extend the test ban agreement 
with the United States to include un­ 
derground tests. 
The two great powers have banned 
atmospheric tests, but France and 
China have refused to join the in­ 
ternational nuclear nonproliferation 
pact that became effective in 1970.

'New' economic terms now used

NEW YORK (AP) — So extreme is 
the current economic scene that the 
meanings of trusted old words are 
being strained. Some may well be 
abandoned for the time being in favor 
of more descriptive terms, such as: 
—The shock market, otherwise 
known as the stock market. For those 
seeking big capital gains it has been 
just one shock after another. Some in­ 
vestors now are so punchy they fear an 
advance, convinced it is only the 
prelude to a bigger decline. 


—The crime rate, still known 
popularly as the prime rate, or the 
borrowing charge that banks assess 
their best corporate customers. It is 
now around 11.5 per cent, and many 
borrowers are convinced it is plain 
robbery. 
Many consumers feel the same way, 
noting the tendency of businesses to 
pass on their higher costs in the form of 
higher prices.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (A P)-A plan to 
provide free mass transit for Ohio’s 
elderly citizens failed to create 
unanimous enthusiasm even among the 
state’s over-65 citizens. 
A few marched on the Statehouse and 
some 17,000 signed petitions, but most 
of the 1.4 million who could benefit 
were not heard from. The result was 
the legislature didn’t pass the proposal 
before it adjourned June 13. 
The measure could be revived later 
this year. 
Some lawmakers who considered the 
proposal by the administration of Gov. 
John J. Gilligan said they were asked to 
vote against it by elderly citizens who 
do not live on transit system lines, or 
even near them, in some instances. 
“I was frankly surprised to get seven 
phone calls against this,” said Sen. 
Oliver Ocasek, D-27 Akron. “They said 
they didn’t want it because they don’t 
live close to a transit system.” 
Ocasek and other members of the 
Senate Finance Committee, during 
examination of the House-passed bill, 
questioned J. Phillip Richley, director 
of the Department of Transportation, 
about a system of coupons that would 
enable all elderly to use cabs, buses or 
w hatever 
public 
transportation 
available—not just m ass tran sit 
systems. 
Richley said he had heard that West 
Virginia and some other states may be 
trying to provide such services to the 
elderly, but that he knew little about it. 
He raised4he question that it might 
be too expensive to administer. 
The Gilligan plan, said Richley, is 
based on a similar program in Penn­ 
sylvania, where the state’s elderly 
citizens were provided free rides ex­ 


cept during peak travel hours for a 
year at a cost to the state of 312.5 
million. 
Richley used those figures for 
comparison to predict that about one 
million Ohioans over 65 would use free 
transit during a six-month pilot project 


beginning Jan. I, 1975 
In the administration’s supplemental 
budget bill the cost was put at $4.5 
million. 
Richley’s projection was that each of 
the participating Ohioans would ride IO 
to 15 times a year.

Failure to pass badminton 
test keeps girl from college 


SOUTH RIVER, N.J. (AP) — Sharon 
Pinkham could miss starting college in 
the fall because she failed written bad­ 
minton and tennis tests given only to 
girls in her high school's gym classes. 
The 18-year-old, C-average student 
received a blank piece of paper instead 
of a diploma Wednesday at her school’s 
ceremonies. 
Unless Sharon passes the physical 
education course in summer school, or 
wins a fight to have the tests declared 
unconstitutional by state education 
authorities, Middlesex County College 
says it will withdraw her acceptance 
for fall classes. 
Sharon, who wants to be a nurse, 
failed the physical education course 
because she received a 45 on the 
badminton test and a zero for not 
taking the tennis exam. 
But 
Sharon, 
her 
mother, 
many 
spectators at the ceremony and the 
girl’s legal adviser were quick to make 
the point that the tests were adminis­ 
tered only to girls. 
Boys were graded only on par­ 
ticipation and attitude, according to 
Joseph 
Buckley, 
a 
third-year 
law 
student serving as Sharon’s legal ad­ 
viser. 
Buckley, who works for the Rutgers 
Legal Aid Clinic in Newark, said a 
complaint on the matter has been 
presented 
to 
local 
education 
authorities. He said the complaint 
alleges the tests were discriminatory 
since they were given only to female 
physical education students. 
Pearf*Pinkham, Sharon’s mother, 
said three of her five sons already had 
graduated from South 
River High 
School and none had to pass the tests 
that kept Sharon from graduating. 
Sharon s 320 classmates and many of 
their guests at the graduation ap­ 
plauded wildly when her name was 
called. The consensus among the male 
graduates was, “if the boys don t have 
to take the test, neither do the girls.’’ 
Sharon received a grade of 88 in class 


participation, a category that was 
counted twice. She said her other 
marks were a 78 in skills, the 45 in 
badminton and the zero in tennis. Ac­ 
cording to those figures, her average 
was just below 60.

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Heart attack victim revived 


By JACK SUMMERS 
“5. . .4. . .3. . .2. . .1. , .lift 
off!” 
Throughout the country, thousands of 
youngsters between the ages of 9, or in 
the third grade, and 19 are counting 
backward. . . and having the time of 
their lives doing it! And no wonder! 
They are 4-H model rocketeers, each of 
them a space scientist in his own right. 
For them, launching the "bird” they 
have built with loving care and seeing 
the parachute deploy as the rocket 
gracefully arcs toward earth at the end 
of its powered flight is the greatest, 
most rewarding feeling in the world. 
Only a little over IO years old, model 
rocketry has become America’s fastest 
growing scientific hobby. Safe, ex­ 
citing. limited only by the 4-Her's 
imagination, it is enjoyed today by 4- 
Her’s from coast to coast. And its 
future has no boundaries. 
Simply stated, 4-H model rocketry is 
the science of miniature astronautics. 
Except for the greatly reduced sizes, it 
faithfully duplicates what is happening 
at Cape Kennedy when one of the big 
birds is launched. 
The basic model rocket, may vary in 
length from about four inches to nearly 
four feet, consists of a nose cone. . . 
made from balsa wood or plastic,; a 
hard-rolled paper body tube; fins, also 
made of balsa or plastic; a launch lug 
(which slips over the launch rod to 
provide guidance at launch); a 
recovery 
system 
(parachute 
or 
stream er); and an engine (which is 
discarded after each flight). Model 
rockets are usually sold in kit form, but 
4-Her ’s often prefer to design their own 
models and buy individual parts. 
TO LAUNCH his bird, 
the 4-H 
rocketeer uses a pre-manufactured. 
solid propellant engine which is elec­ 
trically ignited. Model rocketry is safe, 
much safer, in fact, than bicycling, 
football, baseball, swimming, 
hor­ 
seback riding, and other similar out­ 
door forms of relaxation involving 
young people if all safety guidelines are 
followed. 
Getting started in model rocketry, is 
a fairly simple matter, as well as one 
that’s easy on the pocketbook. For 
instance, a popular beginner’s model 
costs only $1.50. For the same price, 
you can buy one which has a plastic 
nose cone and plastic fins for easy 
assembly. It will take you just a few 
hours to build and paint your rocket. 
After the 4-Her has mastered the 
basic rocket building techniques and 
launched his bird a few times, he has a 
tremendous choice of models that offer 


varying degrees of challenge . . 
models that range all the way from 
accurate scales of the multi-stage 
rockets that paved the way for our 
moon 
landings 
to 
the 
highly 
imaginative one that could well be the 
forerunner of the space vehicles of 
tomorrow. An example is an orbital 
transport which has a glider riding 
piggy-back on the booster rocket. The 
transporter itself lifts off under rocket 
engine power. At parachute ejection, 
the “re-entrv” vehicle detaches itself 
and glides back to earth while the 
booster returns by parachute. 
From the single-stage rocket, a 
young enthusiast can graduate to the 
two-stage models, built to demonstrate 
how real spaceships operate. Later, he 
can try his hand at the more advanced 
three-stages. With such m odels, 
altitudes in the neighborhood of 3,000 
feet are not uncommon — and speeds of 
around 400 miles per hour get your bird 
there fast!! 
One way to have lots of fun with 
model rocketry is to fly birds that can 
carrv a pay load. The pay load 
compartment, located between the 
nose cone and body tube, and often 
made of transparent plastic, can ac­ 
commodate live specimens such as 
grasshoppers, flies, spiders, e a r­ 
thworms, beetles, crickets, or guppies. 
The advanced 4-H rocketeer can study 
the effects of acceleration on the 
passengers by carefully developed 
experiments involving these specimens 
before and after launch. The whole idea 
is to build and launch a model. And for 
sheer excitement, nothing matches 
watching your sleek bird speed toward 
the sky and then, a few moments later, 
seeing the parachute blossom out. This 
is your rocket and, as far as you are 
concerned, it is the very best, 
the 
prettiest, in the world. Suddenly, you 
have 
discovered 
4-H 
model 
rocketry. . . and it’s far out!!!

d e a d — -n o pulse, no respiration. Dead. 
That was April I. But 49 days later 
that sam e m an walked 
through 
graduation ceremonies at Ohio Nor­ 
thern University graciously accepting 
a standing ovation from his law school 
colleagues as he was handed his 
sheepskin. 
Dead. Then alive again. And now 
studying to pass a late summer bar 
exam —that’s the bizarre, but true 
story of 57-year-old Thomas Zoller of 
Tiffin. 
W hat’s 
death? 
"No 
sensation 
whatsoever,” Zoller said. "It was just 


as if someone had turned off a light 
bulb.” 
In 1971, he decided he’d had enough of 
a family manufacturing business, an 
enterprise he’d been in since youth. 
Egged on by family and friends, he 
chose to tackle academia once again. 
He was accepted by the law school 35 
years after being graduated from 
Heidelberg College. 
With commencement two months 
away, Zoller lunched with a doctor 
friend. It was during the meal that 
Zoller leaned over as if to reach a fallen 
napkin, but fell to the floor. 
The doctor and another physician 
from a neighboring table knelt over 
him 
and 
began 
mouth-to-mouth 
Struck company 
stages comeback 


resuscitation and exterior chest 
massage. 
They found no traces of a pulse or any 
respiration from Zoller despite at­ 
tempts to revive him for IO minutes. On 
the way to the hospital, the ambulance 
attendants continued the procedure. 
At the hospital, doctors told his wife 
that Zoller was dead on arrival. About 
15 minutes later, a bewildered at­ 
tendant returned to inform her that her 
husband was alive again, thanks to a 
400-volt current flashed through his 
lifeless body and relentless efforts by 
the doctors. 
When he came to in an oxygen tent in 
the intensive care unit, doctors 
surrounded him, quizzing him on his 
present and past life to check for any 


memory blanks. Apparently there were 
none.

. 
Three weeks later, he was back in 
school-m uch to the surprise of his 
classmates and professors. 
"I don’t recall anything whatsoever 
from the time I started to hit the floor 
until I came to in the intensive care 
room,” Zoller said. 
As for living again, Zoller said he is 
very grateful. "Without getting sticky 
and philosophical, I do wonder—Why 
m e?” 
He estimates the odds as a million-to- 
one for his regaining life after the heart 
attack. "I think it was just a matter of 
being in the right place at the right 
time” when doctors were present, he 
said.

SAN ANTONIO, Tex. (AP) - A 
buoyant Willie Farah says his clothing 
company’s product line “is going very, 
very, very well” and he appears to be 
putting a bitter labor dispute behind 
him. 
Farah, son of a Lebanese immigrant, 
talks about his El Paso, Texas-based 
company gaining strength from ad­ 
versity. 
He appeared Wednesday to announce 
the reopening of the second of two 
plants here closed last year when 
Farah Manufacturing Co. was ret­ 
renching during a 22-month strike and 
boycott. 
A campaign by the Amalgamated 
Clothing 
W orkers 
Union 
to 
be 
recognized as the Farah employes’ 
bargaining agent ended successfully in 
late February, capping a battle of 
heated rhetoric and com plicated 
litigation. 
Willie Farah says labor-management 
relations are going very well. He says 
the company, whose sales declined by 
millions during the dispute, is making 
money and diversifying into sport coats 
and leisure wear. 
He didn’t offer exact figures on the 
company’s improving financial pic­ 
ture, saying regulations state they 
must first be published in company 
reports. 
Farah once 
had plants 
making 
trousers in Victoria, Tex., Las Cruces, 
N.M., Albuquerque, N.M., here and in 
El Paso. Toward the end of the strike, 
only the five Farah plants in El Paso 


remained open. 
Nov, Farah says eventually about 
2,500 employes will work here—about 
twice the number before the plants 
closed. 
There’s also a chance the Victoria 
plant may reopen. 
Farah, who took a hard line during 
the strike, told a civic club here only 
seven months ago that "without a doubt 
this is the most vicious thing that has 
hit the American scene in the 200 years 
it’s been here.” 
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DeBakey urges research, not transplants 


HOUSTON, Tex. (A P) — A pioneer in 
heart transplant surgery says he ex­ 
pects to do no more of the operations 
unless there is a major break-through 
in medicine. 
Instead, medical science must rely 
on research in prevention of heart 
disease, Dr. Michael DeBakey said in 
an interview. 
“ We’ve gone through the experience 
and we know what that experience 
proves," DeBakey said. “ Unless there 
were some radical changes taking 
place in terms of new knowledge, 
there's no reason to expect it to be any 
different. So why do it?” 
DeBakey performed 12 heart tran­ 
splants at the Texas Medical Center 
here, and only two patients were long­ 
term survivors. 
“ One died at the end of four years of 
chronic rejection," he said. “ The other 
one is still living, after 5^ years. True, 
he’s doing well We don't know why. 
“ But that's a small yield considering 
the effort you put into it." 


DeBakey said heart transplantation 
is limited by the need to find donors 
who are young, healthy and “ killed in a 
very special way. 
“ That limits it right away. So it can 
never be an answer to the major por­ 
tion of heart disease,” he said. “ This 
means you’ve got to look for something 
else to solve the problem of heart 
disease. Obviously that’s in the 
direction of solving the problems of 
arteriosclerosis.” 
Arteriosclerosis is a genetic term for 
a number of chronic conditions af­ 
fecting the arteries bringing blood to 
the heart. 
“ That’s 
the cause 
of 
it, 
heart 
disease,” he said. “ So research needs 
to be more directed to ultimately solve 
that problem. Not in the direction of 
heart transplants.” 
DeBakey said he still is conducting 
experiments toward development of an 
artificial heart, but he pointed out there 
were actually two different kinds of 
mechanical heart aids that could be 
Man will trade

implanted. “ You just can’t lump them 
all together," he said. “ They are used 
for different purposes. 
“ One type is that which replaces the 
whole heart. That is still an ex­ 
perimental procedure." 
"The other category is those which 
are used to primarily support or assist 
the circulation temporarily—a number 
of hours or days or as much as maybe a 
week. That has been progressive and 
we actually do use that clinically,” 
DeBakey said. 
DeBakey, who seldom grants in­ 
terviews, talked about a number of 
subjects relating to medicine. 
An honorary member of the Soviet 
Academv of Medicine, DeBakey said 
the Soviet Union is pushing medical 
cooperation “ primarily because they 
think through cooperation they can 
improve their own 
medical 
treat­ 
ment.” 
But the Russians are currently ahead 
of the United States in delivering 
medical care to their citizens, said 
DeBakey, who has made a number of 
trips to the Soviet Union since 1958 
including one earlier this month. 


“ It’s accessible to everybody," he 
said of Soviet medicine. “ In other 
words, they don’t discriminate on the 
basis of finances. 
Everybody has available to him the 
opportunity to go into a medical center 
if he needs to go there.” 
In order to match Russia's health 
delivery system, DeBakey said the 
United States must “ provide some type 
of national health insurance program 
that will meet the needs of all the 
people.” 
DeBakey refused to take a stand on 
the several different national health 
insurance proposals being debated in 
Congress. 
In contrast to 
many 
physicians, 
DeBakey said he does not believe a 
health insurance plan must lower the 
quality of medical care. 
“ Medicare has not hurt the practice 
of medicine because of the way it's 
done,” he said. “ If a patient can choose 
his doctor ... and a doctor has the right 
to practice the way he wants, as long as 
he is practicing good medicine, I think 
there is no reason why the quality 
should suffer.”

M ILW A U K EE, Wis. (A P) 
M clver’s future is up for sale. 
He’s auctioning his eventual services 
as a small town doctor in exchange for 
a subsidy that would get him through 
medical school. 
His contract offer is being made to 
many of the rural communities which 
the U.S. Department of Health, Educa­ 
tion and Welfare identifies as needing 
general practitioners but too poor to 
guarantee a prosperous medical 
practice. 
“ The idea isn’t new,” Mclver said. 
“ The Army, Navy and U.S. Health 
Service will pay your medical school 
tuition if you agree to work for them a 
while after graduation.” 
“ But I am not the Army type, and you 
don’t have any choice where you go 
when you’re finished with school. The 
obvious thing to do is to pick the town I 
want,” he said. 
He said his plan also would give him 
greater 
mental 
freedom 
while 
in 
school. He accused medical colleges of 
programming students to become 


lucrative big-city specialists rather 
than rural family doctors. 
Mclver, who lives in Madison, Wis., 
says he figures his taste in lifestyle is 
sufficiently modest to assure him 
comfort as an osteopath in a com­ 
munity of 600-1,200 population. He said 
he wants a quiet town with pleasant 
people and a lake beside which he, his 
wife and daughter can camp and fish. 
Thus the approximately 75 needy 
towns he has chosen from medical 
society rosters are found in the lake- 
dotted states of Wisconsin, Maine, 
Minnesota, Washington and Oregon. 
Mclver, a native of Greensboro, 
N.C., has taken premedical courses at 
the University of Wisconsin in Madison, 
from which he recently was graduated. 
He said replies to his letters have run 
the range from enthusiasm to “ a couple 
of puzzled responses: 
‘Is this guy 
serious?’” 
Of 30 Wisconsin towns he has con­ 
tacted since he began his search four 
months ago, 20 have responded with 
positive curiosity.

limitations are being heard now from 
almost every direction. 
The latest report of tension comes 
from the banking industry, where a 
survey shows that losses on com­ 
mercial loans rose 24 per cent last year 
to an average of $26 for each $10,000 of 
business. The average in 1972 was $21. 
The survey, by Robert M orris 
Associates, made up of bank loan and 
credit officers, shows that total write­ 
offs 
by 
the 
473 
banks 
surveyed 
amounted to $374 million. The banks in­ 
volved in the study represent about 65 
per cent of commercial bank loans. 
This survey report follows one by 
Business Week magazine that suggests 
many utilities are feeling the strain too, 
and are trying to cover it over from 
investors by paying 
out more 
in 
dividends than they are earning. 
Of 21 utilities studied, it said, actual 
profits fell short of dividends by $340.3 
million. 
Earlier signs of deteriorating credit 
conditions have appeared in stock 
market margin, installment loans and 
home mortgages. 
In 
April, 
the 
New 
York 
Stock 
Exchange announced, “ The quality of 
security 
credit 
deteriorated 
noticeably.’’ Margin debit in accounts 
under 40 per cent equity rose to $1.98 
billion. And the percentage of such ac­ 
counts rose to 16 per cent from 12 per 
cent of all margined portfolios in the 
previous month. 
This was the fourth straight monthly

Margin in the stock market is like a 
down payment in the automobile or 
housing markets. At the moment, it

When the value of those shares falls, 
however, the broker invariably asks 
the buyer to put up more margin. The 
effect 
of high 
borrowing 
rates, 
therefore, is compounded by falling 
prices. 
The delinquency ratio, 
or the 
proportion of repayments that are at 
least 30 days overdue, continues high in 


the installment loan category. Early 
this year it reached 2.69 per cent, a 
record high.

has 
reported

delinquencies on 
home 
mortgages, 
although the situation in that category 
i3 somewhat less clear. Savings and 
loan associations report “ no ap­ 
preciable’’ rise in tardy payments.

mills that would generate all New 
England’s electricity. 
"This is an energy resource that’s 
right here in our front yard,’’ says Prof. 
William E. Heronemus. 
The front yard is New England’s 473- 
mile coastline. And the resource is the 
wind that whistles up and down the 
coast at an average speed of 20 miles an 
hour. 
If enough windmills were anchored 
off the coast, all the region’s electricity 
could come from the air by the 1990s, he 
says. And it would only cost about 
three-fifths of what people are paying 
now. 
The professor is a civil engineer at 
the University of Massachusetts in 
Amherst who specializes in alternate 
sources of energy. 
Getting people to take the wind 
seriously has been a problem for 
Heronemus. Their skepticism starts to 
show when he tells them how many 
windmills it would take: 14,700 an­ 
chored off the coast at distances rang­ 
ing from 12 to 200 miles from shore. 
Each windmill would be a diamond 
shaped, lattice work mast rising 340 
feet above the water. Each would hold 
three massive propellers 200 feet in 
diameter. 
With 14,700 windmills outfitted with 
three propellers each, "that’s 40,000 
generators,” Heronemous says. 
“I 
claim this is part of the reason for its 
success. You could set up a factory type 
of production that could get this down 
to a very, very reasonable cost.” 
He says his system could churn out 
159 billion kilowatt hours of electricity 
a year — four times as much as the six 
New England states used last year. 
And the load could be doubled without 
any problems, he says. 
Heronemus says that there are 
technological questions about the 
scheme, but he says they can be 
worked out. 
One is designing the propellers so 
they will turn easily and withstand 
hurricanes. Another is what to do when 
the wind is calm. 
William Irving, director of research 
and environmental affairs for Boston 
Edison, said utilities are studying the 
uses of wind, and it might be a good 
source of electricity in the future. But 
right now, they are going ahead with a 
program to build nuclear power plants.

the profit on $1 of sales at many stores. 
At some It might be the profit on $2 of 
sales. 
One penny to each of a thousand 
customers isn’t going to impress any 
one of them. But a thousand pennies 
that customers fail to redeem makes a 
mighty impression on stores. It may be 
as good as $1,000 in sales. 
The question arises, therefore, about 
how people will use the scrip that some 
stores will be inclined to issue. 
Will they carefully safeguard it and 
trade it in for goods on their next trip to 
the store? Or will they discard it? 


Inflation discriminates, especially 
when it is concentrated in the basic 
necessities of life. Food is probably the 
most basic need, and that is where the 
biggest price increases have been 
concentrated. 
While it is true that the rich do spend 
more money on food than do the poor, 
there is a limit to how much either can 
consume before their appetites are 
satisfied. As a percentage of income, 
food expenditures therefore might be 
only IO per cent for some of the rich. 
The poor, however, sometimes never 
reach a point of satiety. Instead, they 
might spend more than 30 per cent of 
income on food and still be unable to 
satisfy the requirements of nutrition or 
the desires of taste. 
The Labor Department has just 
released three hypothetical budgets, 
for a family living on a minimum in­ 
come, an intermediate budget and a 
high budget. The low one includes no 
luxuries; the high budget includes 
many. 
In the period from autumn 1972 to 
autumn 1973, the department said, the 
low budget for an urban family of four 
rose 10.8 per cent, but the intermediate 
budget increased only 10.3 per cent and 
the high only 9.9. 
The main reason: food prices. The 
increase during the period was around 
19 per cent, and that increase pertained 
to both the rich and the poor. 
That same study demonstrated also 
how 
inflation 
discrim inates 
geographically. It cost more to live in a 
metropolitan area than in rural area, 
and more to live in the North than in the 
South. 
On the lower budget, for example, it 
cost $7,233 to live in Austin, Tex., $8,988 
in Boston, and $12,010 in Anchorage, 
Alaska.

First 
we “loan” everything but the shirts off 
our backs to the Russians for a new 
fertilizer plant so they will become 
good friends with us. Now, we are told 
that the Administration is seeking $5

THERE ARE a few billion dollars in 
sewage treatment funds, for example, 
which have been impounded by the 
Administration 
because they 
were 
“inflationary” , that I believe are much 
more vital to the health and preser­ 
vation of our own country which I 
would rather see expended instead. 
There are numerous small towns in 
Ohio and throughout the country with 
inadequate systems who need th e , 
proper sewage facilities and rural 
highways as well, but they can’t get the 
federal aid because they are too far 
down on the funding list. They could use 
the money — their money, as a matter 
of fact — much more profitably and 
reliably then som e questionnable 
foreign “ally” . 
Yet, the plan is to give the HOO 
million to Syria to help it rebuild towns 
on the Golan Heights which were 
devastated during the Arab-Israeli 
conflict. We are, therefore, going to 
rebuild the cities 
there while ours 
continue to degenerate. I, too, yearn for 
a lasting peace in the Mideast, and it 
would behoove us all to silence the guns 
and end the senseless terrorism that 
has killed innocent people throughout 
the world not even remotely involved in 
the conflict. But, it is hard to see where 
American dollars will end 
the cen­ 
turies old hostilities. Offering foreign 
aid as a part of the bargain to stop the 
shooting is international bribery which 
is bound to backfire and for which the 
American taxpayers are left footing the 
bill. 
There is a rather well founded 
suspicion, too, that this $100 million for 
Syria is just for “starters”, as is the 
case with every other country we have 
ever given foreign aid. The more we 
seem to give, the more they seem to 
want. My most disturbing question is: 
“What is going to happen to the world 
situation and our position in it when our 
money starts to run out?” Where will 
our allies be then? How long will the 
settlements last which have been 
propped up by our dollars? It is not a 
pleasant thought to ponder, but it is one 
which I worry very much about. 
As much as the Administration and 
Secretary Kissinger deserve credit for 
their great achievements in the last few 
years in foreign relations, I cannot 
support the strategy of “checkbook 
diplom acy” . It is straining our 
relations and our pocketbooks at home. 
We do not reap any return on our in­ 
vestments eigher in true friendship or 
in economic dividends. We just end up 
paying higher prices for products from 
other 
countries 
who 
advance 
economically under the shade of Uncle 
Sam ’s money tree. 
This cannot be tolerated. If we must 
cut our spending at home to fight in­ 
flation, then we must do the same with 
the billions we dole out yearly abroad. 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The U.S. 
Consumer Product Safety Commission 
issued some advice today on how 
people could protect themselves from 
faulty television sets and aluminum 
wiring in homes. 
The guidelines are based upon data 
gathered by federal investigators and 
citizens’ testimony over several days of 
public hearings. 
Witnesses testified that faulty TV 
sets pose fire and electrical shock 
hazards that have claimed more than a 
dozen lives and that a substantial 
number of the two million houses wired 
since 1965 with aluminum may burst 
into flame without warning. 
The commission has served notice 


that it intends to write mandatory 
safety standards for TVs, but is in­ 
vestigating 
allegations 
against 
aluminum wiring to determine if it 
poses an unreasonable risk of injury. 
In the cases of TVs, the commission 
said special precautions should be 
taken with portable color models in 
plastic cabinets. 
But the following guidelines apply to 
both color and blackand-white sets: 
—Read 
operating 
instructions 
carefully. 
—If the set is damaged or the picture 
fails, unplug it immediately and call a 
repairm an. 
—Make sure replacement parts have 
the same safety characteristics as 


original com ponents and ask the 
technician to run the repaired set 
through 
the manufacturer’s safety 
check list. 
—Unplug the set if it makes ab­ 
normally loud, continuous or frequent 
snapping or popping sounds and call a 
repairman. 
—Caution children not to drop or 
push objects into cabinet openings and 
never operate a set after liquid has 
been spilled into it. This can cause elec­ 
trical shorts. 
—Never clean the screen while the 
set is operating and never expose it to 
rain or water. 
—Avoid 
covering 
ventilation 
openings in the cabinet and don’t place 
the set in an enclosed space.

“ We are apprehensive of a major 
drug epidemic,” among reservation 
Indians as a result, he added. 
Until recently reservations— with 65 
per cent unemployment—could not 
support drug pushers, Moore said. 
“ A drug pusher would have to be 
dumb to try to peddle his wares on a 
reservation as it stands now,’’ he said. 
“ But let a little money in . . .” 
Indians are turning away from urban 
areas because “They’ve found that 
what they want is at the reservations, 
where the air is fresh and clean,” he 
said. 


“We believed the white man when he 
said come to the big cities,” said 
Moore, who is a Seneca Indian from 
Miami, Okla. 
“We found poverty, disease, dirt and 
dope.” 
Moore said a feeling of alienation 
from society and a lack of a native 
culture are at the roots of drug and 
alcohol dependency among Indians.

Many Indian children are addicted to

“Serious or fatal electric shock could 
result” otherwise, the agency said. 
Homeowners are advised to call in an 
expert immediately if any of the 
following trouble signals develop: 
warm switch or receptable face plate, 
distinctive odor of burning plastic or 
unexplained flickering of lights. 
These are the other aluminum wiring 
tips: 
—lf the homeowner is not sure 
whether his home was wired with 
aluminum, call in an expert and ask 
him to check out the electrical con­ 
nections. 
—If switches and outlets must be 
replaced, use only devices labeled CO- 
ALR which are designed for aluminum 
wiring and have an expert do the work. 
—An alternative method in new 
construction is use of a short piece of 
insulated copper wire between the 
aluminum wire and the switch or 
outlet.

Future of atomic vessel 
Savannah clouded by doubt 


SAVANNAH, Ga. (AP) — The sleek 
white NS Savannah, the world’s first 
nuclear-powered merchant ship, lies 
moored in its home port like a ghost. 
Tied up at the waterfront docks with 
the curving skyline 
of 
historic 
Savannah as a backdrop, she sits in 
limbo like a sleeping giant which could 
come alive again. 
Powerless now, it is kept running at a 
minimum level. The water chemistry is 
being maintained in the reactor so that 
it doesn’t corrode and the reactor could 
be reactivated. 
Devoid of human activity except for 
two men who check for radioactivity 
and keep the machinery running, the 
$80-million ship waits while the federal 
government and City of Savannah 
figure out what to do with it. 
The government took the ship out of 
service in 1970 for several reasons. 
There 
w as 
a 
problem 
getting 


specialized crewmen; 
the cost of 
operation was excessive and a Com­ 
m erce Department spokesman said 
“most of what could be learned from 
the operation of the vessel had been 
learned.” 
The ship’s nuclear reactor, deep 
inside, contains radioactivity, although 
the fuel element has been removed and 
the ship cannot go anywhere under its 
own steam. 
President Eisenhower conceived the 
idea of a merchant marine vessel to 
demonstrate the peaceful uses of the 
atom. The ship was launched in 1962 
amid fanfare and has traveled more 
than 90,000 miles to foreign ports. 
The ship belongs to the U.S. Maritime 
Administration but the city leases it for 
$1 a year. It is not open to the public but 
the city is considering a proposal for a 
tourist attraction to be known as the 
Eisenhower Peace Center.

Say Martha 
was political 
prisoner 


N EW YO RK (A P ) — The reporters 
who broke the Watergate story said 
Wednesday that Martha Mitchell had 
been held “ a political prisoner” by 
agents of the Nixon administration. 
They also said that her estranged 
husband, former Atty. Gen. John N. 
Mitchell, was just a “ reluctant par­ 
ticipant” in events leading to the 
Watergate burglary of Democratic 
National Headquarters and the result­ 
ing attempted cover-up. 
“ I agree,” said Mrs. Mitchell when 
Carl Bernstein and Bob Woodward of 
the Washington Post said Mitchell was 
not a “ zealous initiator” of those pol­ 
icies. 
Bernstein and 
Woodward were 
guests on WCBS-TV’s “ Pat Collins 
Show,” which Mrs. Mitchell is co­ 
hosting this week. 
Bernstein said the two had checked 
out Mrs. Mitchell’s story of being 
manhandled, thrown through a win­ 
dow, given shots by hypodermic and 
• taken to a hospital for treatment by 
H erbert Kalm bach, at that tim e 
President Nixon’s personal attorney. 
This occurred in Los Angeles on June 
18, 1972, one day after the Watergate 
break-in. 
“ What Martha said happened to her 
in California was really true,” Bern­ 
stein said. “ She was held a political 
prisoner.” 
Mrs. Mitchell commented, “ I was 
just one woman fighting a whole 
government.”

Agriculture Committee has approved a 
bill to provide $3 billion in government 
guaranteed loans to help economically- 
pressed livestock feeders. 
Meanwhile, 
Agriculture Secretary 
Ea rl L. Butz testifies today before the 
House Agriculture Committee, which is 
considering sim ilar loan relief pro­ 
posals. 
The adm inistration opposes the 
emergency loans, saying it would set a 
bad precedent. 
What effect the loans would have on 
consumer prices has not been deter­ 
mined. 
The legislation approved Wednesday 
would provide federal guarantees of 90 
per cent on the emergency loans. The 
loans would be limited to $1 million per 
person and would have to be repaid at 
prevailing interest rates within seven 
years. 
The bill provides that livestock, 
dairy, poultry and egg producers would 
be eligible for the loans but none of the 
money could be used for expanding op­ 
erations. 
Livestock feeders have been caught 
between fixed costs and generally 
declining prices for almost a year. 
Most witnesses before the panel this 
week called for some sort of emergency 
loan relief.

suggested. 
In testim ony Wednesday, House 
Minority Leader John J. Rhodes, R- 
Ariz., said the producers are “ losing 
their hearts, their confidence and their 
shirts.” He recommended emergency 
loans. 
Chairman W. R. Poage, D-Tex., said 
he favors a return to the traditional 
levels of meat imports, which he said 
are high enough not to cause in­ 
ternational trade repercussions. 


These libraries, together with others 
across Ohio, have begun a campaign to 
inform Ohio Gov.

Backed by out­ 
standing defensive plays by shortstop 
Steve Haines and Scherer, Johnson was 
tossing a five-hitter until Hillsboro 
exploded with four hits in the final 
inning. Johnson struck out four batters 
and walked two, as his pitching record 


is now 2-0 for the season 
Losing pitcher Jam ie Burton yielded 
eight hits and only three of the six runs 
were earned.

AKRON, Ohio (AP) — “F ate,” said 
Bruce Crampton, “has been different 
to me this year. 
“Not unkind. Just different.” 
Crampton, the defending champion 
in the $170,000 American Golf Classic, 
came into this tournament a year ago 
as the gam e’s leading money winner 
and holder of three titles for the season. 
He went on to make this one his 
fourth victory of the year, finished the 
season with $274,000 in winnings and 
became the game’s fifth $1 million 
career winner. It was, by far, the best 
season of his 17-year career. 
He hasn’t won this year. He hasn’t 
even threatened very seriously.

“I can’t complain,” he emphasized 
today before teeing off on the 7,180- 
yard, par-70 Firestone Country Club 
course in the first round of the 72-hole 
chase for a $34,000 first prize. 
“Really, I haven’t had a bad year. It 
might seem that way when compared 
with last year, but I’m reasonably well 
pleased with my play. I’ve made a few 
mistakes from time to time, but, truth 
to tell, I made a few mistakes last year, 
too. 
“There has been no really big thing 
that has affected me,” he said, “but a 
lot of little things have had their impact 
on me.” 
Among them is loneliness. 
Crampton has long been noted as a 
loner. He doesn’t often mix with the 
other players. He keeps to himself, to 
his business on the course and to his 
motel room. He usually eats alone. 
And, for the first time in several 
years he’s traveling alone. Son Jay has 
reached school age. Wife Joan is ex­ 
pecting their second child. They 
haven’t been able to travel with him. 
“It makes a very real, very big 
difference,” Crampton said. 
“I’ve found it more difficult to reach 
a peak.”

In effect, South was led astray 
by his holding of the K-J-x 
facing two small. Had he held 
the 4-3-2 of clubs, he would 
surely have made the contract 
He would have led a club from 
his hand at trick two and later 
ruffed a club in dummy to nail 
down the contract 
It was the initial trump lead to 
dummy — to gain the illusory 
advantage of leading towards 
the K-J-x — that opened wide 
the door to defeat. It is true that 
in most hands, with such a club 
combination, a declarer would 
not dream of playing the king, 
jack or four towards dummy’s 
6-5. 
But here, that is precisely 
what South should have (tone. 
Granted that such a play seems 
sacrilegious — it grossly 
violates the rule of leading 
towards strength instead ot 
away from it—the fact remains 
that violating the rule insures 
the contract, while following it 
jeopardizes the contract.

Acne: A Common Condition 


Acne is such a common 
condition in adolescents and 
young adults that its com­ 
plicated 
components 
are 
usually overlooked. 
Acne should not be considered 
a skin condition alone. Rather, 
is it a condition where the skin 
shows the evidence of hormone 
changes in the adolescent. 
The female and male sex 
hormones that normally are in 
the blood of all people at all 
times may not be in proper 
balance during this period. As 
boys and girls reach maturity, 
this balance is stabilized. 
Young girls have a small 
quantity of the male sex hor­ 
mone, androgen, in their blood. 
Boys have a small amount of 
the female hormone, estrogen, 
in their blood. 
When the leveling off and the 
balancing process is complete, 
acne, the skin symptom, begins 
to disappear. 
With a better understanding 
of this cause of acne, treatment 
is directed at the underlying 
factors. 
The psychological aspects of 
acne are very important. 
Whether or not emotional stress 
plays a role in the production of 
acne may be disputed. But there

Impeachment probers 
ponder tax returns 


WASHINGTON (AP) — President 
Nixon's tax returns are coming before 
the House impeachment inquiry, with 
investigators especially interested in a 
$576,000 deduction he claimed for vice 
presidential papers given to the 
government. 
The Judiciary Committee today 
begins trying to determine whether 
there was any fraud in the preparation 
of a deed for the gift, which was not 
signed and delivered until after a law 
authorizing such deductions had been 
repealed. 


The deductions, spread over the 
years 
1969-72, since have 
been 
disallowed by the Internal Revenue 
Service, which assessed Nixon $432,787 
in back taxes. A similar conclusion was 
reached by the Joint Committee on 
Internal Revenue Taxation, but neither 
investigation dealt with the question of 
fraud. 
The Judiciary Committee also is 
examining Nixon’s personal finances to 
see if any government or election cam­ 
paign funds were converted to his 
personal use.

Dwelling becomes 
home' 


The tedious task of moving a two- 
family dwelling through Washington C.

Norman Schiering, Rt. 5, Washington

from the Breyfogle Construction Co., of 
Columbus, which is handling the 
construction of the $6 million Kroger 
Co. complex between E. Court and 
Draper streets along Clinton Avenue.

Iowa man escapes 
tornado 3rd time 


ANKENY, Iowa (AP) — Herman 
Nagel has survived three tornadoes 
without a scratch. Does he believe 
someone is watching over him? 
“Hell no! ” he said Wednesday night. 
“I think somebody’s got it in for me. 
It’s getting closer every tim e.” 
Nagel’s three-bedroom home was hit 
by one of two twisters that shattered a 
hundred homes and businesses in this 
Des Moines suburb of 10,000 Tuesday 
night, killing two and injuring 10. 
The community was sealed off to 
sightseers Wednesday as cleanup work 
and efforts to restore utilities con­ 
tinued. 
It was the second time Nagel’s 
$25,000 brick home was struck. A 
twister tore off the roof in October 1966 
as Nagel, his wife, Joy, and their three 
children huddled in the basement. 
The house was left broken, scattered 
and riddled again Tuesday. 
“It’s a well-built home, rather, it was 
well built,” Nagel said. 
It cost $8,000 to repair the 1966 
damage. But now, “everything from 
the floor up is completely gone except 
the cookware.” 
He said Tuesday’s tornado was much 
worse. “And it hit almost identically to 
the first one.” 
“This is the third one I went through. 
The first was in Fargo, N.D., about 
1956,” he said. 
Nagel said the sky “kind of put me on 
my guard. It was real pale green. That 
happened the first time too.” 
Gov. Robert D. Ray on Wednesday 


toured Ankeny and other Central Iowa 
communities that hit by the tornadoes, 
high winds and rain. 
He declared three counties disaster 
areas and said he would ask President 
Nixon for federal assistance. 
Ankeny Mayor O. J. Weigel asked for 
help to move watersoaked items in 
three schools he said received an 
estimated $3 million damage. 
Because of Nagel’s experience with 
funnel clouds, he says he knows when 
one is about to strike. 
“My ears pop. Evidently it’s the 
vacuum created by the tornado. It’s 
kind of a warning system. But I hope 
we don’t have to rely on that, because 
you don’t have much time after the pop. 
The tornado is right there.” 
The Nagels now have four children, 
ages 7 to 11, all asleep when his ears 
popped. 
“That meant head for cover. I don’t 
know if I threw the kids downstairs or 
pushed them. But luck was with us.”s 
“Something went through the picture' 
window in the living room moments 
after we passed it. It made a hole in the 
opposite wall. 
“We made it downstairs in time, 
thank God.” There the family waited 
out the storm, frightened, soaking wet, 
praying. 
Nagel, an employe of the John Deere 
Des Moines Works, said, “It’s like a 
bad dream. It can’t happen twice, but it 
did.” 
But he’s thankful. “Homes you can 
always rebuild.”

Teetotalers also are getting into the 
act, making their hats out of soft drink 
cans. 
The brand name and design on the 
cans are cut out in sections, edged with 


a line of holes and used as panels in a 
wide variety of caps, hats and visors 
crocheted with yarn. 
Square or rectangular sections are 
joined to form the crown on some hats. 
Crescent shapes form the bill and 
rounded triangular shapes form the 
crown on baseball or golf style caps. 
Supermarkets here are stocking 
special stands with skeins of yarn in a 
variety of colors to meet the demand. 
And singlehole, hand-held paper 
punches have shown up on drug store 
counters. 
One local enterprise is selling a 
brochure, including patterns and in­ 
structions for the hats, for 50 cents. 
Getting the top off a soft aluminium 
can is done easily by placing it 
sideways in an electric can opener, but 
trying that on a heavier stainless steel 
can may strip the gears. 
Heavy gloves are advised when using 
a knife or handheld can opener to 
remove the top, reports a husband 
sporting a bandaged thumb. 
Israelis hit refugee camps

Israeli planes bombed and rocketed 
five Palestinian refugee camps in south 
Lebanon today, the Lebanese Defense 
Ministry said. Unofficial reports said at 
least 40 persons were killed or woun­ 
ded. 
The Lebanese government issued 
radio ^appeals for “ urgent blood 
donations of all types.” 
It was the third day of Israeli air 
attacks in delayed retaliation for the 
Palestinian guerrilla raid a week ago 
on the Shamir kibbutz, in which three 
women were killed. The retaliatory 
raids had been delayed until President 
Nixon left the Middle East. 
The Israeli command claimed that 
the targets hit today “were definitely 
identified as military installations of 
the terrorist organization.” 
But Associated Press reporter Nabih 
Basho reported from Sidon, the ancient 
Mediterranean port 25 miles south of 
Beirut, that the Israeli bombs and 
rockets hit one refugee camp in Sidon 


and three in the Biblical town of Tyre , 
50 miles south of the Lebanese capital. 
The camps have a total population of 
44,000 refugees registered with the 
United Nations Relief and Works 
Agency. Reporting by telephone from 
Sidon, Lebanon’s third largest city, 
Basho said the Israeli planes came 
over in pairs at 11:30 a.m. to attack the 
Ein el Hilweh camp on the southern 
edge of the city. 
Telephone reports from Tyre said the 
town’s three camps were on fire, he 
said. 
During another call 45 minutes later, 
Basho suddenly shouted. “My God, this 
place is shaking. They’re back again. 
Hang up, I have to take shelter.” 
Ten minutes later he reported the 
Sidon camp had been hit again. 
Local authorities in Sidon reported at 
least 25 persons were killed or wounded 
in the first attack on Ein el Hilweh, and 
Sidon hospitals reported at least 15 
more in the second strike. 
Lebanese antiaircraft guns in both 
Sidon and Tyre opened up on the 


raiders, and there was antiaircraft fire 
from the Sidon refugee camp also. But 
an Israeli communique said all planes 
returned safely. 
The guerrillas, who administer the 
refugee camps in Lebanon independent 
of the Lebanese government, cordoned 
off Ein el Hilweh immediately after the 
first raid. Newsmen and photographers 
were turned back as ambulances raced 
in and out. 
Israeli military sources said the 
raids, which began Tuesday just as 
Nixon was leaving the Middle East, 
were to wipe out guerrilla training 
bases and headquarters and disrupt 
plans for new terrorist attacks on Is­ 
raeli settlements. 
Beirut newspapers reported 50 
guerrillas were killed and 60 were 
wounded in the raids. But WAFA, the 
Palestinian news agency, said this was 
“fantastically exaggerated” and the 
toll was four or five Palestinians in­ 
jured. 
Earlier the Lebanese government 
had reported one Palestinian killed.

WASHINGTON (AP) — Federal 
officials are assuring Congress that 
President Nixon’s offer of nuclear aid 
to Egypt and Israel could not lead to 
nuclear weapons in the Middle East. 
The statements came from State 
Department and Atomic Energy 
Commission officials Wednesday as 
Nixon 
prepared 
to

congressional leaders today on his 
Middle East trip. 
Nixon has proposed providing 
nuclear fuel and facilities to Egypt and 
Israel for power production. But some 
congressmen have expressed fears the 
two countries could use U.S. materials 
to develop nuclear weapons. 
Sen. William Proxmire, D-Wis., 
introduced an amendment Wednesday 
to bar any transfer of U.S. nuclear 
facilities to another country unless both 
houses of Congress approve. 
The amendment would be retroactive 
to June 1 and thus would cover the 
proposed agreements with Egypt and 
Israel. 
Proxmire won immediate support 
from Sens. Philip A. Hart, D-Mich., 
Mike Gravel, D-Alaska, and Sam J. 
Ervin Jr., D-N.C. 
Meanwhile, a State Department 
official told a Senate Appropriations 
subcommittee that transfer of nuclear 
power plants and fuels to Egypt and 
Israel will be accompanied by rigid 
safeguards against diversion to 
weapons. 
Sidney Sober, deputy assistant 
secretary of state for East Asian and 
Pacific affairs, said the International 
Atomic Energy Agency would ad­ 
minister safeguards, including periodic 
inspections. 
In addition, he said, “We also have in 
mind special bilateral provisions.” 
The specifics of the safeguard 
provisions have not been worked out.

Oceans meet 
under way 


CARACAS, Venezuela (AP) — 
Representatives of all but two of the 
world’s nations begin a conference 
today to continue work on a new system 
of law for 70 per cent of the earth’s 
surface, the oceans. 
Five thousand delegates and official 
observers are attending the third 
United Nations Conference on the Law 
of the Sea. Conference president H.S. 
Amerasinghe of Sri Lanka said he was 
doubtful a comprehensive treaty could 
be completed at the 2%-month meeting. 
“There is so much to do, so little 
time, and many nations are par­ 
ticipating for the first time so they want 
to express their views,” he said. 
Only the Nationalist Chinese regime 
on Taiwan and North Vietnam are not 
participating. Taiwan was not invited 
in deference to the Chinese Communist 
government, and North Vietnam 
refused to attend because the Viet Cong 
was excluded. 
Previous conferences were held in 
1958 and 1960 on a smaller scale and 
failed to reach significant accords. But 
the importance of the seas and their 
resources to the world’s exploding 
population, the rivalries of nations to 
benefit from those resources and the 
grave threat from pollution of various 
kinds added an urgency to this con­ 
ference that was missing earlier. 
The agenda has 100 separate mat­ 
ters, including territorial sea limits, 
offshore exploration and development 
of resources and marine pollution. 
Another 
conference 
has 
been 
scheduled tentatively next year in 
Vienna, but there is some agreement 
that positive steps can be taken now to 
set new agreed limits of national sover­ 
eignties over coastal waters. 
The traditional three-mile limit 
already has been replaced by many 
countries. Rather than continue the 
practice of every country declaring its 
own territorial limits—several Latin 
American nations claim 200 miles—a 
universal 12-mile limit is proposed.

don’t think so. Let’s leave it there. 
There was fairly explicit reporting on 
the substance of each of the dis­ 
cussions. Exchanges with all the 
leaders were very detailed and very 
complete.” 
Press Secretary Ronald L. Ziegler 
said the European trip probably would 
last 10 days, with the Brussels talks 
planned for June 26 and the Moscow 
sessions beginning June 27. 
He said the President was “not 
overly tired, but he feels the miles and 
the hours” of the Middle East venture. 
During the Spinola-Nixon talk, the 
Portuguese leader who took power in a 
military coup eight weeks ago won a 
promise of United States economic aid. 


Although the local loan rates will 
vary geographically according to 
transportation charges and distance to 
terminal and export markets, the sup­ 
ports will be adjusted to reflect a 
national rate of $1.88 per 100 pounds.

For milo, the target price comes into 
play if the average market price during 
the first five months of the marketing 
year beginning next Oct. 1 falls below 
the $2.34 target level. If that happens, 
government payments will be made to 
make up the gap. 
The price support loan rate — $1.88 
per hundredweight — serves as a 
further floor but can be obtained by 
participating farmers for all of their 
1974 production while the target 
guarantee only will be for grain 
produced from allotted acres. 
Feed graiii allotments — a misnomer 
since they do not restrict plantings this 
year — are the acreages determined 
necessary to produce enough com, 
sorghum and barley for U.S. domestic 
and export demand. Any additional 
grain produced by a farmer is eligible 
only for the price support loan. Or it 
can be sold on the cash market. 
As in the case of wheat and com, 
cash market prices of milo have been 
much higher than either the 1974 price 
support loan rate or the target level, 
meaning that as of now no government 
payments appear likely or that far­ 
mers will Swarm into county offices to 
seek price support loans. 
But milo, often called the com of the 
Great Plains, is priced generally lower 
in relation to com. Thus, as farmers in 
Texas, Oklahoma and Kansas wind up 
planting milo this month, prices they 
will get for the crop at harvest next fall 
depend greatly on how the 1974 com 
crop behaves.

WASHINGTON (AP) - A small U.S. 
military team will visit Egypt soon “to 
get some insights” into the October 
war from the Egyptian side, the 
Pentagon says. 
Officials insist “it is not the plan” for 
the U.S. team to survey Egypt’s 
weapons needs as a preliminary step to 
possible arms sales or gifts to the Cairo 
government. 
However, 
they 
acknowledge 
Egyptian officers “may take the op­ 
portunity” to tell the Americans what 
U.S. weapons they might like to obtain. 
Secretary of Defense James R. 
Schlesinger has said the United States 
would consider sympathetically any 
Egyptian request to buy military 
equipment from the United States. 
Aides said Schlesinger knows of no 
such formal request yet. 
Russia, which has supplied all of 
Egypt’s planes, tanks, artillery, 
missiles and ammunition for many 
years, cut off the flow more than two 
months ago. 
An Egyptian-Russian rift, which first 
opened two years ago, has reopened in 
recent months as Egypt and the United 
States healed their old quarrel amid 
Secretary of State Henry A. Kissinger’s 
campaign to bring peace between 
Arabs and Israelis. 
Pentagon officials say the U.S. 
military team was invited by the 
Egyptians. It will number fewer than 
six senior officers, mostly specialists in 
intelligence and operations. 
“They know our military men talked 
to the Israelis and they evidently want 
some of the same kind of rapport,” one 
defense official said. 
“They probably want to explain to 
our people the tactics they used and the 
reasons behind those tactics.”, 
U.S. Air Force and Army generals 
long have had a close working 
relationship with the Israeli military. 
Shortly after the October fighting 
ended, teams of U.S. air, tank and 
other experts visited the Sinai and 
Syrian battlefields on the Israeli side of 
the line. 
Among other things, these teams 
studied the effects of weapons on both 
sides with an eye to possible 
modifications in U.S. arms so they 
would be more effective and survive 
better against Russian-made equip­ 
ment. 
Some important Russian gear 
captured from the Arabs by the Israelis 
was flown to the United States for close 
examination. The resulting in­ 
formation on Soviet antiaircraft 
missiles, antitank weapons and other 
arms has proved invaluable, U.S. of­ 
ficers say.

The President has drawn lines and 
said “ no further” in the past, only to 
have them crossed by those bent on 
seeking out the truth of Watergate 
and other official wrongdoing. No 
one can yet say whether this will 
happen again, but one thing is 
beyond 
dispute. By drawing his 
present no-more-tapes line “ since it 
is clear that the committee will not 
draw such a line,” Mr. Nixon is 
doing what he has done before - that 
is, withholding evidence the House 
Ju d iciary 
Committee 
says 
it 
requires for its impeachment 
inquiry. 
What is not beyond dispute is the 
President’s right to do so. Some 
weight must be given to the White 


House contention that on grounds of 
executive 
confidentiality 
the 
President may keep back anything 
he chooses to. Mr. Nixon expanded 
on this view as follows in his letter to 
the Committee stating his refusal to 
honor its subpoenas: 
“ If. . . an impeachment inquiry 
against a President were premitted 
to override all restraints of 
separation of powers, it would be an 
open invitation to future Congresses 
to use an impeachment inquiry, 
however frivolously, as a device to 
assert their own supremacy over the 
executive, and to reduce executive 
confidentiality to a nullity.” 
That assertion cannot be shrugged 
off; it raises a debatable question. In 


our 
judgment, 
however, 
the 
President’s argument must fall 
before the Judiciary Committee 
view that “ under the Constitution, 
the House has the sole power to 
determine. . . which evidence, and 
what version or portion of that 
evidence, 
is 
relevant 
and 
necessary” to the impeachment 
inquiry. The investigators, not the 
one under investigation, must decide 
what is pertinent to an inquiry; This 
applies even to presidents when 
their conduct is being looked into by 
the one body charged with this 
constitutional responsibility. In an 
impeachment inquiry, the President 
may not dravf a line and say, “ This 
far, and no further.”

A judicial travesty 


I have never been a good hater — 
hating 
is 
both 
psychologically 
debilitating and bad for the digestion — 
but I can not refrain from harshness 
when a Federal judge, in sentencing 
former Attorney General Richard G. 
Kleindienst for “ misleading” a Senate 
committee, practically awarded him 
the Silver Star. In giving that onetime, 
hard-line, law-and-order paladin a 30- 
day suspended sentence, Judge George 
L. Hart, Jr., said that Kleindienst 
should, of course, have told the full 
truth, but that the latter’s action was 
“ not based on deception but on a heart 
too loyal and considerate of the feelings 
of others.” There was not a dry eye in 
the house. 
Now deception is deception, and 
Kleindienst was not a youngster 
brought up for lying to his teacher. He 
was, to repeat, the Attorney General of 
the United States reporting under oath, 
in his official capacity, to a Committee 
of the United States Senate. Loyalty is a 
virtue, as the Boy Scout oath confirms, 
but so is honesty, and a dispassionate 
observer reading the text of Klein­ 
dienst ’s testimony to the Senate 
Judiciary Committee might well be 
baffled by the understatement that he 
“ m isled” the Senators. Moreover, 
Kleindienst took an oath of loyalty to 
the Constitution of the United States, 
not to the incumbent President. Should 
Judge Hart have the responsibility for 
sentencing Charles Colson, the man 
who announced he “would walk over 
my grandmother to re-elect the 
President” could emerge with the 
Distinguished Service Cross. 


Th is IS a judicial trav& y, one 
unfortunately encouraged~tey the,/, 
strategy of Special Prosecutor Leon 
Jaworski. The whole point of the 
exercise is that it is criminal for anyone 
to substitute loyalty to the President — 
any President — for loyalty to the 
fundamental principles upon which this 
Republic was founded. What the Nixon 
administration did was establish a dual 
apparatus of government: the first 
being the regular table of organization 
with Cabinet Secretaries, Under­ 
secretaries and the rest of the ad- 
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ministrative hierarchy down to clerks 
typist. The second, however, was a 
personal “ apparat” — to use the 
Communist term which is here highly 
appropriate — dedicated wholly to the 
President, not as an institution, not as 
the incarnation of constitutional 
leadership, but virtually as a Mafia 
chieftain. 
I admit that I still cannot believe that 
Mr. Nixon fully appreciated the squalid 
zeal of his house cavalry until after the 
balloon went up. Like most of us, he 
appreciates 
loyalty 
among 
his 
associates and he may well have 
ignored the bogus machismo of Charles 
C olson..(For about half-an-hour, 
Lyndon Johnson appreciated Jack 
Valenti’s observation that he, Valenti, 
slept better every night knowing L B J 
was in the White House. Then the aura 
wore off and the President, sadly 
braced himself for Herblock. The 
President did get even: when Valenti 
became head of the Motion Picture 
Association, a chuckling Johnson 
announced that he would sleep better 
with 
Jack keeping 
an eye on 
Hollywood.) 


IN ANY EVENT, the United States 
for a while had a system with some 
resemblance to that of the Soviet Union 
— two parallel apparats were at work; 
one official, the other unofficial. The 
key difference, of course, was that the 
instruments of coercion were not at the 
disposal of the unofficial apparat — 
which is why they had to improvise 
their own, or dream up phony “ national 
security” grounds for tapping jour­ 
nalists and various citizens associated 
at one time or another with the 
National Security Council. (It was the 
height of paradox that the chief spy 
turned out to be, even if not formally 
employed as such by the Joint Chiefs, a 
man whose loyalty was directed to his 
m ilitary superiors!) 
Without undermining Leon Jawor­ 
ski’s superb talents as a plea 
bargainer, I hope that the deals he 
makes w ill not in future cloud the 
“ loyalty” issue. I don’t necessarily 
want to see Kleindienst or Colson 
stamping out license plates or on the 
road gang in manacles, but the prin­ 
ciple must be asserted fortissimo that 
in the United States those who take 
office are charged with dedication to 
the Constitution.

NEW YORK (A P) — Since the first 
time, before dawn in the desert near 
Alamogordo, N.M., on Ju ly 16, 1945, 
man has triggered perhaps 800 nuclear 
explosions. 
And, in that time, the peaceful ap­ 
plication of nuclear energy has led to 46 
licensed nuclear power plants in the 
United States, providing 6.3 per cent of 
the total U.S. capacity, and a good deal 
of controversy on safety and en­ 
vironmental effects. 
The Atomic Industrial Forum, an 
industry organization, says there are 
hopes for some 220 power plants in this 
country by 1984. Abroad, some 30 coun­ 
tries are committed to nuclear power, 
with plans for another 300power plants, 
it said.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (A P )—A plan to 
provide free mass transit for Ohio’s 
eld erly citizens failed to create 
unanimous enthusiasm even among the 
state’s oyer-65, citizens. 
A few marched on the Statehouse and 
some 17,000 signed petitions, but most 
of the 1.4 million who could benefit 
were not heard from. The result was 
the legislature didn’t pass the proposal 
before it adjourned June 13. 
The measure could be revived later 
this year. 
Some lawmakers who considered the 
proposal by the administration of Gov. 
John J. Gilligan said they were asked to 
vote against it by elderly citizens who 
do not live on transit system lines, or 
even near them, in some instances. 
“ I was frankly surprised to get seven 
phone calls against this,” said Sen. 
O liver Ocasek, D-27 Akron. “ They said 
they didn’t want it because they don’t 
live close to a transit system.” 
Ocasek and other members of the 
Senate Finance Committee, during 
examination of the House-passed bill, 
questioned J. Phillip Richley, director 
of the Department of Transportation, 
about a system of coupons that would 
enable all elderly to use cabs, buses or 
whatever 
public 
transportation 
availab le—not just mass transit 
systems. 
Richley said he had heard that West 
Virginia and some other states may be 
trying to provide such services to the 
elderly, but that he knew little about it. 
He raised-the question that it might 
be too expensive to administer. 
The Gilligan plan, said Richley, is 
based on a sim ilar program in Penn­ 
sylvania, where the state’s elderly 
citizens were provided fred rides ex-

Failure to pass badminton 


test keeps girl from college 


SOUTH RIVERON.J. (AP) — Sharon 
Pinkham could miss starting college in 
the fall because she failed written bad­ 
minton and tennis tests given only to 
girls in her high school’s gym classes. 
The 18-year-old, C-average student 
received a blank piece of paper instead 
of a diploma Wednesday at her school’s 
ceremonies. 
Unless Sharon passes the physical 
education course in summer school, or 
wins a fight to have the tests declared 
unconstitutional by state education 
authorities, Middlesex County College 
says it will withdraw her acceptance 
for fall classes. 
Sharon, who wants to be a nurse, 
failed the physical education course 
because she received a 45 on the 
badminton test and a zero for not 
taking the tennis exam. 
But Sharon, her mother, many 
spectators at the ceremony and the 
girl’s legal adviser were quick to make 
the point that the tests were adminis­ 
tered only to girls. 
Boys were graded only on par­ 
ticipation and attitude, according to 
Joseph Buckley, a third-year law 
student serving as Sharon’s legal ad­ 
viser. 
Buckley, who works for the Rutgers 
Legal Aid Clinic in Newark, said a 
complaint on the matter has been 
presented 
to 
local 
education 
authorities. He said the complaint 
alleges the tests were discriminatory 
. since they were given only to female 
' physical education students.

Actors guild 
may strike 


LOS ANGELES (AP) - The Screen 
Actors Guild is asking its 29,000 
members for strike authorization. 
Ballots were sent out this week to 
learn whether guild members are 
willing to set a July I deadline for 
reaching a contract settlement without 
a strike. 
The AFL-CIO union is asking motion 
picture and television producers for a 
25 per cent boost in basic minimum 
scales and a significant improvement 
in the way actors are paid for TV 
reruns. 
The guild is asking that actors be 
paid IOO per cent of their original salary 
every time a television show 
is 
repeated on the three TV networks 
during prime time. Currently, the first 
time a show is rerun, actors get 50 per 
cent of the minimum scale of $483 a 
week plus 15 per cent of the money they 
earn above scale. The residuals de­ 
crease gradually with each repetition. 
Spokesmen for the union and for the 
Association of Motion Picture and 
Television Producers said they were 
optimistic of a settlement.

Heart attack victim revived 


By JACK SUMMERS 
“5. . .4. . .3. . .2. . .1. . .lift 
off!” 
Throughout the country, thousands of 
youngsters between the ages of 9, or in 
the third grade, and 19 are counting 
backward. . . and having the time of 
their lives doing it! And no wonder! 
They are 4-H model rocketeers, each of 
them a space scientist in his own right. 
For them, launching the “bird” they 
have built with loving care and seeing 
the parachute deploy as the rocket 
gracefully arcs toward earth at the end 
of its powered flight is the greatest, 
most rewarding feeling in the world. 
Only a little over IO years old, model 
rocketry has become America’s fastest 
growing scientific hobby.. Safe, ex­ 
citing. limited only by the 4-Her’s 
imagination, it is enjoyed today by 4- 
Her’s from coast to coast. And its 
future has no boundaries. 
Simply stated, 4-H model rocketry is 
the science of miniature astronautics. 
Except for the greatly reduced sizes, it 
faithfully duplicates what is happening 
at Cape Kennedy when one of the big 
birds is launched. 
The basic model rocket, may vary in 
length from about four inches to nearly 
four feet, consists of a nose cone. . . 
made from balsa wood or plastic,; a 
hard-rolled paper body tube; fins, also 
made of balsa or plastic; a launch lug 
(which slips over the launch rod to 
provide guidance at launch); a 
recovery system 
(parachute or 
streamer); and an engine (which is 
discarded after each flight). Model 
rockets are usually sold in kit form, but 
4-Her’s often prefer to design their own 
models and buy individual parts. 
TO LAUNCH his bird, the 4-H 
rocketeer uses a pre-manufactured, 
solid propellant engine which is elec­ 
trically ignited. Model rocketry is safe, 
much safer, in fact, than bicycling, 
football, baseball, swimming, hor­ 
seback riding, and other similar out­ 
door forms of relaxation involving 
young people if all safety guidelines are 
followed. 
Getting started in model rocketry, is 
a fairly simple matter, as well as one 
that’s easy on the pocketbook. For 
instance, a popular beginner’s model 
costs only $1.50. For the same price, 
you can buy one which has a plastic 
nose cone and plastic fins for easy 
assembly. It will take you just a few 
hours to build and paint your rocket. 
After the 4-Her has mastered the 
basic rocket building techniques and 
launched his bird a few times, he has a 
tremendous choice of models that offer 


varying degrees of challenge. . 
models that range all the way from 
accurate scales of the multi-stage 
rockets that paved the way for our 
moon 
landings 
to 
the 
highly 
imaginative one that could well be the 
forerunner of the space vehicles of 
tomorrow. An example is an orbital 
transport which has a glider riding 
piggy-back on the booster rocket. The 
transporter itself lifts off under rocket 
engine power. At parachute ejection, 
the “re-entrv” vehicle detaches itself 
and glides back to earth while the 
booster returns by parachute. 
From the single-stage rocket, a 
young enthusiast cab graduate to the 
two-stage models, built to demonstrate 
how real spaceships operate. Later, he 
can try his hand at the more advanced 
three-stages. With such models, 
altitudes in the neighborhood of 3,000 
feet are not uncommon — and speeds of 
around 400 miles per hour get your bird 
there fast!! 
One way to have lots of fun with 
model rocketry is to fly birds that can 
carrv a pay load. The pay load 
compartment, located between the 
nose cone and body tube, and often 
made of transparent plastic, can ac­ 
commodate live specimens such as 
grasshoppers, flies, spiders, ear­ 
thworms, beetles, crickets, or guppies. 
The advanced 4-H rocketeer can study 
the effects of acceleration on the 
passengers by carefully developed 
experiments involving these specimens 
before and after launch. The whole idea 
is to build and launch a model. And for 
sheer excitement, nothing matches 
watching your sleek bird speed toward 
the sky and then, a few moments later, 
seeing the parachute blossom out. This 
is your rocket and, as far as you are 
concerned, it is the very best, 
the 
prettiest, in the world. Suddenly, you 
have 
discovered 
4-H 
model 
rocketry. . . and it’s far out!!!

FINDLAY, Ohio (AP)—A heart 
attack, a slow fall to the floor. He was 
dead—no pulse, no respiration. Dead. 
That was April I. But 49 days later 
that same man walked through 
graduation ceremonies at Ohio Nor­ 
thern University graciously accepting 
a standing ovation from his law school 
colleagues as he was handed his 
sheepskin. 
Dead. Then alive again. And now 
studying to pass a late summer bar 
exam—that’s the bizarre, but true 
story of 57-year-old Thomas Zoller of 
Tiffin.

It was during the meal that 
Zoller leaned over as if to reach a fallen 
napkin, but fell to the floor. 
The doctor and another physician 
from a neighboring table knelt over 
him and began mouth-to-mouth 
Struck company 
stages comeback 


resuscitation and exterior chest 
massage. 
They found no traces of a pulse or any 
respiration from Zoller despite at­ 
tempts to revive him for IO minutes. On 
the way to the hospital, the ambulance 
attendants continued the procedure. 
At the hospital, doctors told his wife 
that Zoller was dead on arrival. About 
15 minutes later, a bewildered at­ 
tendant returned to inform her that her 
husband was alive again, thanks to a 
400-volt current flashed through his 
lifeless body and relentless efforts by 
the doctors. 
When he came to in an oxygen tent in 
the intensive care unit, doctors 
surrounded him, quizzing him on his I 
present and past life to check for any 


memory blanks. Apparently there were 
none.

Three weeks later, he was back in 
school-much to the surprise of his 
classmates and professors. 
“I don’t recall anything whatsoever 
from the time I started to hit the floor 
until I came to in the intensive care 
room,” Zoller said. 
As for living again, Zoller said he is 
very grateful. “Without getting sticky 
and philosophical, I do wonder—Why 
me?” 
He estimates the odds as a million-to- 
one for his regaining life after the heart 
attack. “I think it was just a matter of 
being in the right place at the right 
time” when doctors were present, he 
said.

DeBakey urges research, not transplants 


HOUSTON, Tex. (AP) — A pioneer in 
heart transplant surgery says he ex­ 
pects to do no more of the operations 
unless there is a major break-through 
in medicine. 
Instead, medical science must rely 
on research in prevention of heart 
disease, Dr. Michael DeBakey said in 
an interview. 
“We’ve gone through the experience 
and we know what that experience 
proves,” DeBakey said. “Unless there 
were some radical changes taking 
place in terms of new knowledge, 
there’s no reason to expect it to be any 
different. So why do it?” 
DeBakey performed 12 heart tran­ 
splants at the Texas Medical Center 
here, and only two patients were long­ 
term survivors. 
“One died at the end of four years of 
chronic rejection,” he said. “The other 
one is still living, after 5 ^ years. True, 
he’s doing well. We don’t know why. 
“But that’s a small yield considering 
the effort you put into it.” 


DeBakey said heart transplantation 
is limited by the need to find donors 
who are young, healthy and “killed in a 
very special way. 
“That limits it right away. So it can 
never be an answer to the major por­ 
tion of heart disease,” he said. “This 
means you’ve got to look for something 
else to solve the problem of heart 
disease. Obviously th a t’s in the 
direction of solving the problem s of 
arteriosclerosis.” 
Arteriosclerosis is a genetic term for 
a number of chronic conditions af­ 
fecting the arteries bringing blood to 
the heart. 
“That’s the cause of 
it. 
heart 
disease,” he said. “So research needs 
to be more directed to ultimately solve 
that problem. Not in the direction of 
heart transplants.” 
DeBakey said he still is conducting 
experiments toward development of an 
artificial heart, but he pointed out there 
were actually two different kinds of 
mechanical heart aids that could be 
Man will trade 
future for cash 


implanted. “You just can’t lump them 
all together,” he said. “They are used 
for different purposes. 
“One type is that which replaces the 
whole heart. That is still an ex­ 
perimental procedure.” 
“The other category is those which 
are used to primarily support or assist 
the circulation temporarily—a number 
of hours or days or as much as maybe a 
week. That has been progressive and 
we actually do use that clinically,” 
DeBakey said. 
DeBakey, who seldom grants in­ 
terviews, talked about a number of 
subjects relating to medicine. 
An honorary member of the Soviet 
Academy of Medicine, DeBakey said 
the Soviet Union is pushing medical 
cooperation “primarily because they 
think through cooperation they can 
improve their own medical treat­ 
m ent.” 
But the Russians are currently ahead 
of the United States in delivering 
medical care to their citizens, said 
DeBakey, who has made a number of 
trips to the Soviet Union since 1958 
including one earlier this month. 


MILWAUKEE, Wis. (AP) — Ron 
M clver’s future is up for sale. 
He’s auctioning his eventual services 
as a small-town doctor in exchange for 
a subsidy that would get him through 
medical school. 
His contract offer is being made to 
many of the rural communities which 
the U.S. Department of Health, Educa­ 
tion and Welfare identifies as needing 
general practitioners but too poor to 
guarantee a prosperous m edical 
practice. 
“The idea isn’t new,” Mclver said. 
“The Army, Navy and U.S. Health 
Service will pay your medical school 
tuition if you agree to work for them a 
while after graduation.” 
“ But I am not the Army type, and you 
don’t have any choice where you go 
when you’re finished with school. The 
obvious thing to do is to pick the town I 
want,” he said. 
He said his plan also would give him 
greater 
mental freedom while in 
school. He accused medical colleges of 
program m ing students to become 


lucrative big-city specialists rather 
than rural family doctors. 
Mclver, who lives in Madison, Wis., 
says he figures his taste in lifestyle is 
sufficiently modest to assure him 
comfort as an osteopath in a com­ 
munity of 600-1,200 population. He said 
he wants a quiet town with pleasant 
people and a lake beside which he, his 
wife and daughter can camp and fish. 
Thus the approximately 75 needy 
towns he has chosen from medical 
society rosters are found in the lake- 
dotted states of Wisconsin, Maine, 
Minnesota, Washington and Oregon. 
Mclver, a native of Greensboro, 
N.C., has taken premedical courses at 
the University of Wisconsin in Madison, 
from which he recently was graduated. 
He said replies to his letters have run 
the range from enthusiasm to “a couple 
of puzzled responses: ‘Is this guy 
serious?’” 
Of 30 Wisconsin towns he has con­ 
tacted since he began his search four 
months ago, 20 have responded with 
positive curiosity. 
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“ It’s accessible to everybody,” he 
said of Soviet medicine. “In other 
words, they don’t discriminate on the 
basis of finances. 
Everybody has available to him the 
opportunity to go into a medical center 
if he needs to go there.” 
In order to match Russia’s health 
delivery system, DeBakey said the 
United States must “provide some type 
of national health insurance program 
that will meet the needs of all the 
people.” 
DeBakey refused to take a stand on 
the several different national health 
insurance proposals being debated in 
Congress. 
In contrast to many physicians, 
DeBakey said he does not believe a 
health insurance plan must lower the 
quality of medical care. 
“Medicare has not hurt the practice 
of medicine because of the way it’s 
done,” he said. “If a patient can choose 
his doctor ... and a doctor has the right 
to practice the way he wants, as long as 
he is practicing good medicine, I think 
there is no reason why the quality 
should suffer.”

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — The 
chairman of the Ohio University Board 
of Trustees says legal and pension 
problems have cropped up in the 
search for an interim university presi­ 
dent. 
At the same time, William R. Morris 
speculated Wednesday that an ap­ 
pointment could come within a week. 
Morris said one hangup is the fact 
that state law does nob7 provide for 
appointment of an interim president. 
But he said the technicality can be 
skirted by hiring someone for a specific 
length of time — to a one-year contract, 
for example — with the understanding 
he will be replaced by a permanent 
appointee later. 
Morris said a field of seven prospects 
for the temporary post has been 
narrowed to three nominees. He 
declined to name them because all of 
them have not been informed of their 
status. 
But he confirmed that Dr. Richard 
Meiling, Ohio State University vice 


president for medical affairs, is among 
the trio. “It’s no secret, he said.’’ 
The other six are OU deans or 
professors and the switch from 
education to administration implies a 
transfer from the teacher retirement 
fund to the public employes pension 
system, Morris said. 
“Several of them have that legal 
problem,” he said. And he added 
Meiling may want to decline any offer 
based on another “quirk” in the law of 
succession. 
Morris, a Columbus attorney, said 
teacher retirement pay may be 
jeopardized for Meiling unless he 
remains retired for 60 days.

NEW YORK (AP) — The groans of 
an economy straining against its 
limitations are being heard now from 
almost every direction. 
The latest report of tension comes 
from the banking industry, where a 
survey shows that losses on com­ 
mercial loans rose 24 per cent last year 
to an average of $26 for each $10,000 of 
business. The average in 1972 was $21. 
The survey, by Robert Morris 
Associates, made up of bank loan and 
credit officers, shows that total write­ 
offs by the 473 banks surveyed 
amounted to $374 million. The banks in­ 
volved in the study represent about 65 
per cent of commercial bank loans. 
This survey report follows one by 
Business Week magazine that suggests 
many utilities are feeling the strain too, 
and are trying to cover it over from 
investors by paying out more in 
dividends than they are earning. 
Of 21 utilities studied, it said, actual 
profits fell short of dividends by $340.3 
million. 
Earlier signs of deteriorating credit 
conditions have appeared in stock 
market margin, installment loans and 
home mortgages. 
In April, the New York Stock 
Exchange announced, ‘The quality of

England’s electricity. 
“This is an energy resource that’s 
right here in our front yard,” says Prof. 
William E. Heronemus. 
The front yard is New England’s 473- 
mile coastline. And the resource is the 
wind that whistles up and down the 
coast at an average speed of 20 miles an 
hour. 
If enough windmills were anchored 
off the coast, all the region’s electricity 
could come from the air by the 1990s, he 
says. And it would only cost about 
three-fifths of what people are paying 
now. 
The professor is a civil engineer at 
the University of Massachusetts in 
Amherst who specializes in alternate 
sources of energy. 
Getting people to take the wind 
seriously has been a problem for 
Heronemus. Their skepticism starts to 
show when he tells them how many 
windmills it would take: 14,700 an­ 
chored off the coast at distances rang­ 
ing from 12 to 200 miles from shore. 
Each windmill would be a diamond 
shaped, lattice work mast rising 340 
feet above the water. Each would hold 
three massive propellers 200 feet in 
diameter. 
With 14,700 windmills outfitted with 
three propellers each, “that’s 40,000 
generators,” Heronemous says. “I 
claim this is part of the reason for its 
success. You could set up a factory type 
of production that could get this down 
to a very, very reasonable cost.” 
He says his system could churn out 
159 billion kilowatt hours of electricity 
a year — four times as much as the six 
New England states used last year. 
And the load could be doubled without 
any problems, he says. 
Heronemus says that there are 
technological questions about the 
scheme, but he says they can be 
worked out. 
One is designing the propellers so 
they will turn easily and withstand 
hurricanes. Another is what to do when 
the wind is calm. 
William Irving, director of research 
and environmental affairs for Boston 
Edison, said utilities are studying the 
uses of wind, and it might be a good 
source of electricity in the future. But 
right now, they are going ahead with a 
program to build nuclear power plants.

that customers are irked. One penny, 
though, is hardly worth worrying 
about. 
Maybe so. But if you reviewed 
grocery store economics you might 
change your mind. A penny, in­ 
significant as it seems to be, represents 
the profit on $1 of sales at many stores. 
At some It might be the profit on $2 of 
sales. 
One penny to each of a thousand 
customers isn’t going to impress any 
one of them. But a thousand pennies 
that customers fail to redeem makes a 
mighty impression on stores. It may be 
as good as $1,000 in sales. 
The question arises, therefore, about 
how people will use the scrip that some 
stores will be inclined to issue. 
Will they carefully safeguard it and 
trade it in for goods on their next trip to 
the store? Or will they discard it? 


Inflation discriminates, especially 
when it is concentrated in the basic 
necessities of life. Food is probably the 
most basic need, and that is where the 
biggest price increases have been 
concentrated. 
While it is true that the rich do spend 
more money on food than do the poor, 
there is a limit to how much either can 
consume before their appetites are 
satisfied. As ? percentage of income, 
food expenditures therefore might be 
only IO per cent for some of the rich. 
The poor, however, sometimes never 
reach a point of satiety. Instead, they 
might spend more than 30 per cent of 
income on food and still be unable to 
satisfy the requirements of nutrition or 
the desires of taste. 
The Labor Department has just 
released three hypothetical budgets, 
for a family living on a minimum in­ 
come, an intermediate budget and a 
high budget. The low one includes no 
luxuries; the high budget includes 
many. 
In the period from autumn 1972 to 
autumn 1973, the department said, the 
low budget for an urban family of four 
rose 10.8 per cent, but the intermediate 
budget increased only 10.3 per cent and 
the high only 9.9. 
The main reason: food prices. The 
increase during the period was around 
19 per cent, and that increase pertained 
to both the rich and the poor. 
That same study demonstrated also 
how 
inflation 
discriminates 
geographically. It cost more to live in a 
metropolitan area than in rural area, 
and more to live in the North than in the 
South. 
On the lower budget, for example, it 
cost $7,233 to live in Austin, Tex., $8,988 
in Boston, and $12,010 in Anchorage, 
Alaska.

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There are numerous small towns inH 
Ohio and throughout the country with 
inadequate systems who need the. 
proper sewage facilities and rural 
highways as well, but they can’t get the 
federal aid because they are too far 
down on the funding list. They could use 
the money — their money, as a matter 
of fact — much more profitably and 
reliably then some questionnable 
foreign “ally”. 
Yet, the plan is to give the $100 
million to Syria to help it rebuild towns 
on the Golan Heights which were 
devastated during the Arab-Israeli 
conflict. We are, therefore, going to 
rebuild the cities 
there while ours 
continue to degenerate. I, too, yearn for 
a lasting peace in the Mideast, and it 
would behoove us all to silence the guns 
and end the senseless terrorism that 
has killed innocent people throughout 
the world not even remotely involved in 
the conflict. But, it is hard to see where 
American dollars will end 
the cen­ 
turies old hostilities. Offering foreign 
aid as a part of the bargain to stop the 
shooting is international bribery which 
is bound to backfire and for which the 
American taxpayers are left footing the 
bill. 
There is a rather well founded 
suspicion, too, that this $100 million for 
Syria is just for “starters”, as is the 
case with every other country we have 
ever given foreign aid. The more we 
seem to give, the more they seem to 
want. My most disturbing question is: 
“What is going to happen to the world 
situation and our position in it when our 
money starts to run out?” Where will 
our allies be then? How long will the 
settlements last which have been 
propped up by our dollars? It is not a 
pleasant thought to ponder, but it is one 
which I worry very much about. 
As much as the Administration and 
Secretary Kissinger deserve credit for 
their great achievements in the last few 
years in foreign relations, I cannot 
support the strategy of “checkbook 
diplomacy” . It is straining our 
relations and our pocketbooks at home. 
We do not reap any return on our in­ 
vestments eigher in true friendship or 
in economic dividends. We just end up

economically under the shade of Uncle 
Sam’s money tree.

WASHINGTON (AP) - The U.S. 
Consumer Product Safety Commission 
issued some advice today on how 
people could protect themselves from 
faulty television sets and aluminum 
wiring in homes. 
The guidelines are based upon data 
gathered by federal investigators and 
citizens’ testimony over several days of 
public hearings. 
Witnesses testified that faulty TV 
sets pose fire and electrical shock 
hazards that have claimed more than a 
dozen lives and that a substantial 
number of the two million houses wired 
since 1965 with aluminum may burst 
into flame without warning. 
The commission has served notice 


that it intends to write mandatory 
safety standards for TVs, but is in­ 
vestigating 
allegations 
against 
aluminum wiring to determine if it 
poses an unreasonable risk of injury. 
In the cases of TVs, the commission 
said special precautions should be 
taken with portable color models in 
plastic cabinets. 
But the following guidelines apply to 
both color and blackand-white sets: 
—Read 
operating 
instructions 
carefully. 
—If the set is damaged or the picture 
fails, unplug it immediately and call a 
repairman. 
—Make sure replacement parts have 
the same safety characteristics as 


original components and ask the 
technician to run the repaired set 
through the manufacturer’s safety 
check list 
—Unplug the set if it makes ab­ 
normally loud, continuous or frequent 
snapping or popping sounds and call a 
repairman. 
—Caution children not to drop or 
push objects into cabinet openings and 
never operate a set after liquid has 
been spilled into it. This can cause elec­ 
trical shorts. 
—Never clean the screen while the 
set is operating and never expose it to 
rain or water. 
—Avoid 
covering 
ventilation 
openings in the cabinet and don’t place 
the set in an enclosed space.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP)— Drug 
addiction 
has 
caught 
up 
with 
alcoholism as the No. 1 health enemy of 
American Indians, a national expert 
said here Monday. 
As more Indians leave the urban 
areas and return to the reservations, 
Indian leaders fear a spread of the drug 
abuse problem, said Bob Moore, exec­ 
utive director of the American Indian 
Commission on Alcoholism and Drug 
Abuse. 
Moore spoke at the opening session of 
the Ohio Drug Institute. The institute 
continues here through the week. 


on rampant drug addiction among 
urbanized Indians. 
Recently, there has begun a 
migration of Indians from the cities to 
the reservation, Moore said. 
“We are apprehensive of a major 
drug epidemic,” among reservation 
Indians as a result, he added. 
Until recently reservations— with 65 
per cent unemployment—could not 
support drug pushers, Moore said. 
“A drug pusher would have to be 
dumb to try to peddle his wares on a 
reservation as it stands now,” he said. 
“But let a little money in . . .” 
Indians are turning away from urban 
areas because “They’ve found that 
what they want is at the reservations, 
where the air is fresh and clean,” he 
said. 


We believed the white man when he 
said come to the big cities,” said 
Moore, who is a Seneca Indian from 
Miami, Okla. 
“We found poverty, disease, dirt and 
dope.” 
Moore said a feeling of alienation 
from society and a lack of a native 
culture are at the roots of drug and 
alcohol dependency among Indians.

is

man’s 
psychiatrist, a chemical pain reliever, 
a problem-solver,” he said. 
Many Indian children are addicted to 
inhalents, he said.______

—If switches and outlets must be 
replaced, use only devices labeled CO- 
ALR which are designed for aluminum 
wiring and have an expert do the work. 
—An alternative method in new 
construction is use of a short piece of 
insulated copper wire between the 
aluminum wire and the switch or 
outlet.

Senate panel 
approves aid 
on livestock 
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Library programs in jeopardy 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The Senate 
Agriculture Committee has approved a 
bill to provide $3 billion in government 
guaranteed loans to help economically- 
pressed livestock feeders. 
Meanwhile, Agriculture Secretary 
Earl L. Butz testifies today before the 
House Agriculture Committee, which is 
considering similar loan relief pro­ 
posals. 
The administration opposes the 
emergency loans, saying it would set a 
bad precedent. 
What effect the loans would have on 
consumer prices has not been deter­ 
mined. 
The legislation approved Wednesday 
would provide federal guarantees of 90 
per cent on the emergency loans. The 
loans would be limited to $1 million per 
person and would have to be repaid at 
prevailing interest rates within seven 
years. 
The bill provides that livestock, 
dairy, poultry and egg producers would 
be eligible for the loans but none of the 
money could be used for expanding op­ 
erations. 


These libraries, together with others 
across Ohio, have begun a campaign to 
inform Ohio Gov.

“I agree,” said Mrs. Mitchell when 
Carl Bernstein and Bob Woodward of 
the Washington Post said Mitchell was 
not a “zealous initiator” of those pol­ 
icies. 
Bernstein and Woodward were 
guests on WCBS-TV’s “Pat Collins 
Show,” which Mrs. Mitchell is co­ 
hosting this week. 
Bernstein said the two had checked 
out Mrs. Mitchell’s story of being 
manhandled, thrown through a win­ 
dow, given shots by hypodermic and 
* taken to a hospital for treatment by 
Herbert Kalmbach, at that time 
President Nixon’s personal attorney. 
This occurred in Los Angeles on June 
18, 1972, one day after the Watergate 
break-in.

AKRON, Ohio (AP) - “Fate,” said 
Bruce Crampton, “has been different 
to me this year. 
“Not unkind. Just different.” 
Crampton, the defending champion 
in the $170,000 American Golf Classic, 
came into this tournament a year ago 
as the game’s leading money winner 
and holder of three titles for the season. 
He went on to make this one his 
fourth victory of the year, finished the 
season with $274,000 in winnings and 
became the game’s fifth $1 million 
career winner. It was, by far, the best 
season of his 17-year career. 
He hasn’t won this year. He hasn’t 
even threatened very seriously. He 
ranks 23rd on the current money list 
with $54,000. 
But the sturdily-built, 38-year-old 
Australian declines to offer a com­ 
plaint. 
“If I’m 23rd on the money list, then 
only 22 men in the world are playing 
better than 1 am. That’s not too bad. 
The amount I won last year has been 
bettered by only one man in history. 
Only four men have won more for a 
career. 
“I can’t complain,” he emphasized 
today before teeing off on the 7,180- 
yard, par-70 Firestone Country Club 
course in the first round of the 72-hole 
chase for a $34,000 first prize. 
“Really, I haven’t had a bad year. It 
might seem that way when compared 
with last year, but I’m reasonably well 
pleased with my play. I’ve made a few 
mistakes from time to time, but, truth 
to tell, I made a few mistakes last year, 
too. 
“There has been no really big thing 
that has affected me,” he said, “but a 
lot of little things have had their impact 
on me.” 
Among them is loneliness. 
Crampton has long been noted as a 
loner. He doesn’t often mix with the 
other players. He keeps to himself, to 
his business on the course and to his 
motel room. He usually eats alone. 
And, for the first time in several 
years he’s traveling alone. Son Jay has 
reached school age. Wife Joan is ex­ 
pecting their second child. They 
haven’t been able to travel with him. 
“It makes a very real, very big 
difference,” Crampton said. 
“I’ve found it more difficult to reach 
a peak.”

East 
followed low, and South played 
the jack. 
West took the queen and 
returned a trump. Declarer 
played the jack from dummy 
and led another club. This time 
the king lost to the ace and West 
returned 
a 
third trump. 
Eventually

diamond and another club to go 
down one. 
In effect, South was led astray 
by his holding of the K-J-x 
facing two small. Had he held 
the 4-3-2 of clubs, he would 
surely have made the contract 
He would have led a club from 
his hand at trick two and later 
ruffed a club in dummy to nail 
down the contract 
It was the initial trump lead to 
dummy — to gain the illusory 
advantage of leading towards 
the K-J-x — that opened wide 
the door to defeat. It is true that 
in most hands, with such a club 
combination, a declarer would 
not dream of playing the king, 
jack or four towards dummy’s 
6-5. 
But here, that is precisely 
what South should have done. 
Granted that such a play seems* 
sacrilegious — it grossly 
violates the rule of leading 
towards strength instead of 
away from it—the fact remains 
that violating the rule insures 
the contract, while following it

Acne: A Common Condition 


Acne is such a common 
ondition in adolescents and 
oung adults that its com- 
licated 
components 
are 
sually overlooked. 
Acne should not be considered 
skin condition alone. Rather, 
s it a condition where the skin 
hows the evidence of hormone 
hanges in the adolescent. 
The female and male sex 
iormones that normally are in 
he blood of all people at all 
imes may not be in proper 
>alance during this period. As 
joys and girls reach maturity, 
his balance is stabilized. 
Young girls have a small 
juantity of the male sex hor­ 
mone, androgen, in their blood. 
Boys have a small amount of 
he female hormone, estrogen, 
in their blood. 
When the leveling off and the 
balancing process is complete, 
acne, the skin symptom, begins 
to disappear. 
With a better understanding 
of this cause (rf acne, treatment 
is directed at the underlying 
factors. 
The psychological aspects of 
acne are very important. 
Whether or not emotional stress 
plays a role in the production of 
acne may be disputed. But there 
is no doubt about the fact that 
the psychological overtones of 
ne have deep significance 


The appearance of the skin 
creates embarrassment and 
may cause young people lo 
avoid social contact. 
Long after the skin becomes 
clear, the psychological impact 
may persist. Thus, a great deal 
of patience, kindness and un­ 
derstanding must go along with 
routine forms of treatment. 
Proper skin hygiene and the 
avoidance of picking and 
squeezing of the pustules can 
prevent the scarring of the face 
that lingers after the acne is 
gone. 
Concentrated use of an­ 
tibiotics has been remarkably 
successful in the control of this 
recurring condition. 
Hormones, taken by mouth 
and individually prescribed for 
each case, are of extreme value 
during the hormone balancing 
period of adolescence. 
This difficult transitional 
period requires, along with 
medical treatment, parental 
patience and understanding.
